Rtear Admiral Evans in his recently published advo- 
cacy of anthracite coal for warships apparently forgets 
the many experiments and trials held with the very ob- 


ject in view to determine the best fuel for naval use. 
Many years ago Chief Engr. B. F. Isherwood, U.8.N., 
carried out the most elaborate series of experiments for 


the determination of the best fuel for the Navy. His 
conclusions were strongly in favor of the bituminous 
coal for that purpose, and it was largely by reason of 
these deductions that the new Navy from the very first 
was committed to the employment of “soft”? coal for the 
naval service. The arguments in its favor are strong 
and numerous: ‘The facility with which steam can be 
generated and the rapidity with which the furnace fires 
can be urged to their highest efficiency are among the 
most valuable qualities of bituminous coal for steaming 
purposes. The steaming radius of a ship with bitumi- 
nous coal in her bunkers is notably greater than with 
anthracite coal, and the use of soft coal is easier on the 
firemen and coal passers than is the harder variety. At 
the present time all the boilers in the Navy are propor- 
iioned for the use of bituminous coal, and to change them 
would involve considerable expense, and in many cases 
an entire modification of the boilers, a most costly 
operation. Aside from these mechanical arguments 
against the use of anthracite coal is the strategical one 
that outside of the United States the amount of an- 
thracite coal to be procured is exceedingly limited, and 
to employ one kind of fuel on the home station and be 
forced to make a change if going on a foreign station 
would be to handicap the fleet in a most serious manner. 
The argument that may be advanced, that it will be pos- 
sible to maintain a sufficient supply of fuel at designated 
points, is not sound, for in case of failure to keep the 
coal supply up to the requirements of the service the 
ships of a squadron would be practically helpless, per- 
haps in the face of an enemy. If our ships at Santiago 
had been anthracite burners, it is probable that the 
Spanish fleet would have made their way in compara- 
tive safety to Havana and the war, instead of being 
decided by that sea fight, would have lingered along 
until the resources of this country would have been 
strained to the utmost, with a corresponding expenditure 
of men and treasure before the victory could have been 
assured. The only advantage claimed for the use of 
anthracite coal is that the approach of an enemy cannot 
he perceived and secrecy thereby insured? -In view of 
the probability that naval actions in the future will be 
prefaced by the most careful scouting far in advance of 
the real line of battle, the value to an enemy’s force 
of being able to locate the position of the ships of an 


approaching squadron becomes of doubtful value. With 
swift torpedo scouts armed with wireless telegraphy the 
position of an advancing enemy can be ascertained and 
announced long before the blackest smoke could be de- 


tected. Of course the proposition to which the Admiral 
has committed himself, the control by Government of all 
anthracite coal fields, is chimerical in the highest degree. 

srig. Gen, Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Burexu of Insular Affairs of the War Department, has 
addressed a’ highly interesting letter to Representative 
Acheson, of Pennsylvania, in reply to an inquiry from 
that gentleman as to the cost per year to the United 
States of maintaining the Philippine Islands. There is 
4 popular misapprehension among the American people as 
to the cost of upholding our: national authority in the 
Philippines, and on that account General Edwards’s state- 
ment is most timely. As a matter of fact, says General 
Edwards, the only expense charged against the United 
States revenues on account of the Philippines is the in- 
creased cost of the maintenance of troops in the Philip- 
pines over that in the United States. “I would state,” 





General Edwards goes on to say, “that the government of 
the Philippine Islands levies its own taxes and meets all 
the expenses incident to the administration of civil govern- 
ment; in fact, all expenditures for the improvement of 
rivers and harbors, the erection and maintenance of light- 
houses, the maintenance of the marine hospital and quar- 
antine service, the maintenance of the postal system, the 
maintenance of the telegraph system, the maintenance of 
the native constabulary, the construction of a sewer and 
waterworks system for the city of Manila, are all made 
from Philippine funds. ‘To be very plain about it, all 
those great expenses that in. this country are a burden 
against the national revenue, such as the marine hospital 
service, harbor and river improvements, customs and reve- 
nue marine services, etc., are paid out of Philippine reve- 
nues. The civil government in the Philippines has been 
maintained from the time that it was established, from 
the revenues of the Philippine Islands, and it might be 
proper for me to state in this connection that the revenues 
of the Philippine Islands—that is to say, moneys which 
were collected there as customs duties, internal revenue 
taxes and the like, were liberally used during the progress, 
or anyway, after the protocol of the Spanish War, and 
throughout the progress of the Philippine insurrection, 
for the liquidation of legitimate United States expenses, 
such as the payment of transportation and rent of launch- 
es, boats and many supplies.” 
ee 

The ratification by the Senate on Feb. 25 of the treaty 
between the United States and the republic of Santo 
Domingo is a distinct victory for President Roosevelt 
over the powerful influences which have so long opposed 
his attitude on that project, and it is an effective stroke 
in favor of a more stable administration for Dominican 
fiscal and political affairs. The treaty empowers the 
United States to supervise the collection and distribu- 
tion of the customs revenues of Santo Domingo for the 
benefit of the latter’s foreign creditors, provides that the 
Dominican government shall not increase its debt ex- 
cept with the consent of the United States, and au- 
thorizes a sale of five per cent. twenty year bonds to an 
amount that will meet the indebtedness of the country 
now due. Under this treaty the United States will prob- 
ably continue the fiscal system already in vogue in 
Santo Domingo, whereby the revenues of the principal 
custom houses are collected by agents designated by the 
President of the United States, four-fifths of the re- 
ceipts being segregaicd for eyuiialic distribution among 
foreign creditors, the other fifth being turned over to the 
Dominican government for domestic use. This arrange- 
ment has been in effect for two years, and its operation 
has been highly satisfactory, having led to improved 
conditions in trade and agriculture as well as a-cessa- 
tion of the revolutionary disturbances which in recent 
years have done so much harm to the best interests of 
the country. The ratification of the treaty is also grati- 
fying for the reason that it will probably relieve the 
United States Navy of the monotonous task of main- 
taining a patrol service in Dominican waters for the 
protection of foreign interests. For more than two 
years the Navy has been almost continuously engaged 
in that wearisome duty, but now that the authority of 
the United States to intervene in Dominican affairs has 
been specifically defined, the work henceforth required 
of the Navy in Dominican affairs will doubtless be mere- 
ly nominal.

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With regard to the evident sentiment in favor of so 
amending the Hepburn act as to permit railway compan- 
ies to grant reduced passenger rates to Army officers and 
their families, we have already remarked that if Congress, 
after voting a fifty per cent. increase in the pay of its 
own members, would make a similar increase or an in- 
crease of only half as much, in the pay of the Army, there 
would be no further importunity for favors for the Army 
from the transportation companies. It has been suggested 
that perhaps the Government would regard the proposed 
amendment with approval for the reason that such a pro- 
ceeding might serve to offset the growing feeling that the 
pay of the Army should be raised. This manner of dis- 
posing of the movement for an increase in pay, however, 
is decidedly inconsiderate and unbecoming. “It seems 
hardly fair,’ says the Chicago Evening Post, ’publicly to 
place the Army officer in the charity class and to publicly 
placard him in his true light—that of a poorly paid de- 
fender of his country. If it be necessary to shift him 
from place to place would it not be more dignified for the 
Government either to increase his pay so that he can 
stand the expense of moving or to make an allowance for 
such moving expenses? Even the railroads do the latter, 
for when they promote an official they give him his mov- 
ing expenses, so that the increase in salary will not be de- 
layed a year or so by increased expenses. The stories of 
the hardships which are undergone by the Army officer 
when he is called upon to change his post are probably 
true, but if true, instead of proving that the railroads 
ought to help the Government to support its Army offi- 
cers, they are strong arguments in favor of the Govern- 
ment’s dignifying Army positions with a salary which will 
place the men above the acceptance of charity from the 
railroads or from anyone else.”

President Roosevelt has confirmed the policy of the 
Navy General Board to concentrate the battleships of the 
Navy in the Atlantic Fleet. In the conference which he 
had last week with the members of the board he brought 
up the question and asked of them their specific reasons 








for keeping all of the battleships on the east side of the 
continent, when it seemed that the Pacific coast was far 
more exposed to danger. The reply made was that when- 
ever Congress gave the Navy battleships and men sufli- 
cient to constitute two battleship fleets, one should be sent 
to the Pacific, but until that time the battleship strength 
should be concentrated. The lesson of the Japan-Russia 
war was drawn upon as an illustration and it was pointed 
out that the naval defeat of Russia was due to the fact 
that she had her fleet divided and that Japan was able to 
destroy it piecemeal. No member of the General Board 
was able to say when the battleship strength of this coun- 
try would become sufficient to warrant division, but the 
unanimous opinion was that at the present time the num- 
ber of battleships was insufficient. The theory of the 
General Board is not based upon any concrete idea of 
war. Japan has been mentioned as a possible adversary 
in the Pacific and Germany in the Atlantic, but the plans 
of the board are upon a broader basis and provide for a 
possible war with any power on the face of the earth. It 
is specifically announced that the arrangement of the 
fleet is not made with any intent toward Germany or 
Japan, but with an idea of meeting any emergency.

Capt. Edwin R. Stuart, C.E., U.S.A., to whose Gold 
Medal Prize ssay on promotion and retirement we have 
already alluded, contends that while a uniform flow of 
promotion is exceedingly desirable, the idea has apparent- 
ly been without influence in any legislation concerning the 
Army, or if so, has been defeated in accomplishment by 
influences within the Army itself. “Witness the bill for 
the increase of the Artillery,” says Captain Stuart, 
“which provided for a gradual expansion of the commis- 
sioned personnel so that the influx of new material might 
have been of different ages. Yet it was carried out in 
such a way that the influx was all of approximately the 
same age, thereby creating a ‘hump’ that will last for a 
generation. Such action will vitiate any scheme for equal- 
ization of promotion. This is mentioned also as showing 
that the good of the Service was set aside for the sake 
of immediate promotion. It leads to the suspicion that 
behind all of this agitation on the subject of promotion 
lies not anxiety for the welfare of the Service, but the 
desire for promotion. There can be no uniform flow of 
promotion unless this idea is held in view in all legisla- 
tion concerning the Army, and also in carrying out such 
legislation. There can be no flow of promotion on a dead 
level of age. Neither can promotion flow up hill, a con- 
dition created by the rapid promotion of younger oflicers 
to higher grades, This latter is one of the fatal defects 
of promotion by selection.” 


Great Britain has just made public the results of the 
target practice of her navy and the scores have been re- 
ceived at the Navy Department at Washington. Since 
Great Britain has been one of the most secretive powers 
of the globe on this subject, Navy officers are beginning 
to change their opinions in regard to the necessity of 
keeping secret the scores which the United States Navy 
is making at target practice. The argument is made by 
Navy officers who have always been opposed to secrecy by 
the Navy in this one respect, that the Department make 
known almost every particular of a battleship, its speed, 
its armament, the thickness and quality of its armor-plate 
and a thousand other details. They say that the claim is 
made that such publication has a tendency to cause a 
wholesome respect on the part of other nations. They 
claim that equal respect could be gained if the other na- 
tions were to know that the American gunners were able 
to shoot straighter than those of any other nation. The 
objection to this point is that if other nations were to 
kpow what American gunners were able to do it would 
spur them on to redoubled efforts. The answer made to 
this by the offcers who believe the scores should be made 
public is that the gunners of our Navy will be able at all 
times to beat those of any other power in the world and 
it is only by publication of the scores that the proper in- 
centive will be furnished. 
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Official Washington is inclined to look with some- 
what of a sneer at the action of the House in voting to 
deprive inmates of soldiers’ homes of their beer on the 
ground that it was feared that the custom would tend 
to intoxication on the part of the inmates. It is 
pointed out by those who criticize the action of Con- 
gress in this matter that there has never been a winter 
in which so much money has been spent in entertaining 
by the members. Dinners which have cost thousands 
of dollars have been given and the major portion of the 
expense account-has gone for wines of the most costly kind. 
It is said that one member who voted against the restor- 
ation of the canteen to the soldiers’ homes has been in 
the habit of giving weekly dinners at his residence at 
which the wine bill alone was more than one thousand 
dollars. He, it is said, is but one of numerous in- 
stances wherein wealthy members of Congress who op- 
posed the sale of beer under restriction to veterans of 
the Army have’ in their own homes dispensed drink 
freely. 
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Under the direction of Lieut. Charles P. Nelson, U. 
§.N., the midshipmen at Annapolis are to be trained in 
handling submarine torpedoboats during the rest of the 
winter and spring. The Plunger, Porpoise and Shark, 
now at the New York Navy Yard, have been ordered to 
Annapolis to be used in the instruction. 
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The Ordnance Department of the Army has received 
numerous inquiries in regard to the ammunition to be 
furnished for the preliminary and record work in the Na- 
tional Rifle Match. The principal inquiries received are as 
follows: Will teams or the individual members thereof 
be permitted to make requisition for ammunition of 
different loading and different ballistic qualities? Will 
all ammunition furnished be manufactured in accordance 
with Government specifications ; packed in accordance 
with Government methods, thas it, in bandoliers, zinc 
lined boxes, etc., and having Government marking on the 
base of the case? May a special primer or bullet be used? 
Will individual members of a team be supplied with am- 
munitions of different manufacture, or will it be possible 
to supply different kinds of ammunition for the same 
team or for the same State? Can the Ordnance Depart- 
ment furnish ammunition for the entire National Guard 
of a State under the above conditions? In reply it is 
stated that it will require quick work on the part of the 
manufacturers to furnish such ammunition as may be re- 
quired for the National Match alone, by May 1. It will 
be impossible to furnish such ammunition for the organ- 
ized militia throughout. Less than a month will be avail- 
able for the manufacture of the entire amount requisi- 
tioned for, and should it so happen that there is a large 
demand for ammunition of any one particular manufac- 
ture, it may be impossible to have it all completed by the 
ist of May, when the preliminary practice begins. The 
only reason the Ordnance Department has for furnishing 
special ammunition for the National Match is in the fact 
that cartridge companies not now prepared to manufac- 
ture model of 1898 ammunition, under war conditions, 
will thus be given an opportunity to place themselves in 
readiness for such work. It will, therefore, be evident 
that all ammunition must be manufactured in exact ac- 
‘cordance with the specifications. This is rendered more 
necessary, as the Ordnance Department now has in store 
two million rounds of ammunition, just completed, by one 
of the contractors under the specifications in question. 
This ammunition was obtained for possible use under war 
conditions, and it will be manifestly unfair to this es- 
pecial contractors if others are allowed to manufacture 
under different specifications. This one statement an- 
swers all the inquiries under the various headings. Due 
to the short time allowed, as before stated, ammunition 
of this character can be furnished only for the National 
Match. The Ordnance Department will, however, ©u- 
deavor to furnish 9! kin’. ©. unition to any especi

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Soilietratifying evidmee of the improving condition 


of the -organived militia of the United States has been 
submitted by the Military Secretary of the Army. Taking 
the returns of the inspections of 1906 as a basis, it ap- 
pears that 62.5 per cent. of the organized militia ara 
fully armed, uniformed and equipped for field service at 
any season of the year, as against 54.4 per cent. in 1905; 
that 6.2 per cent. are equipped for field service in summer 
only, as against one per cent. in 1905, and that only 
9.8 per cent. are deficient in articles of clothing, camp 
equipage or ordnance and ordnance stores, as against 20.3 
per cent. in 1905. ‘Thus, it will be seen, there was a 
marked improvement all along the line. “As in the pre- 
ceding year,” the Military Secretary goes on to say, “it 
appears from the reports of the inspecting officers and 
from explanations submitted by State adjutants general in 
response to inquiries from this office, that in many cases 
in which deficiencies were reported requisitions had been 
made by the State authorities for the articles reported 
te be deficient, or the articles were about to be issued 
or were kept in storage at the State capital for issue when 
needed. The War Department has approved the practice 
of keeping tentage, camp equipage, and kitchen utensils 
in storage at State capitals, or other proper and readily 
accessible places, because the organizations generally have 
no facilities for the storage of such articles. which can 
be issued whenever it is necessary for an organization to 
take the field. It is believed that the practice of keeping 
tentage, camp equipage, and kitchen uténsils in a general 
storage place will prevent such losses as would be likely 
to occur if those articles were issued at once to organiza- 
tions having inadequate facilities for the care and pro- 
tection of the property when not in actual use. Shelter 
tents, however, are held to be articles of individual equip- 
ment, and in cases in which it was reported that these 
tents were kept in storage at the State capital adjutants 
general were advised that they should be issued to organ- 
izations so as to be available for use at once in case of 
emergency.” 
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. With regard to the Philippine exhibit at the James- 
town Exposition, one of the native papers of Manila, 
El Renacimiento, makes a statement which is worth 
considering. It is to the effect that if the Philippine 
display is intended to show the progress of civilization 
in the islands there should be no exhibition of Igorrotes 
or other savage tribesmen as was done at the St. Louis 
Exposition. The Igorrotes brought to St. Louis were 
interesting specimens of the uncivilized tribes of the 
Philippines, and were the source of large profits to the 
enterprising showmen who had them in charge, but they 
were distinctly out of place in an exposition designed 
to illustrate the advance of civilization and peace in 
distant territories under American control. The Manila 
journal mentioned above protests, and properly, against 
the exhibition of uncivilized Philippine tribesmen in the 
United States, its contention being that such exhibitions 





tend to give an erroneous impression of the Filipinos in 
general, thus spreading the belief that the reclamation 
of the islands to civilization and progress is a hopeless 
task. If the intelligent classes of Filipinos are earnestly 
opposed to the further exhibition of Igorrotes or mem- 
bers of other barbarous tribes in the United States, as 
our Manila contemporary declares, their views should be 
respected. It is to be hoped that the Philippine display 
at Jamestown may be large and representative. To that 
end it might very properly include detachments of the 
Philippine Scouts and of the Philippine Constabulary, 
together with delegations of teachers and students who 
have distinguished themselves in the educational move- 
ment instituted by the United States. These, with dis- 
plays illustrative of the agriculture, industries and arts 
of the Filipinos, would form an exhibit at Jamestown 
that would be both interesting and instructive. A freak 
exhibition of uncivilized tribesmen, however, is neither 
necessary nor desirable, and what is more to the point, 
it would be a wanton affront to the intelligent, progres- 
sive classes of the Filipino people. 





Lieut. Ridley McLean, U.S.N., who has made a care- 
ful study of conditions affecting the personnel of the 
Navy, considers it extremely unfortunate, from the 
standpoint of efficiency, that it is almost impossible to 
convict a Navy deserter who surrenders himself. The 
intent to desert must be definitely proved, which is dif- 
ficult when the man who has been absent ten days or 
longer without authority returns of his own accord. 
Lieutenant McLean contends, however, that in such 
cases the absentee should be required to prove that it 
was not his purpose to desert, and that he made every 
effort to return within the prescribed limit, otherwise he 
should be punished. ‘The plea that he surrendered him- 
self should not be taken as conclusive that he did not 
intend to desert. Desertion, as Rear Admiral Goodrich, 
of the Navy, has aptly said, is a crime completed when 
the inculpating act has been committed. “This,” says 
Lieutenant McLean, in the Proceedings of the Naval 
Institute, “is undoubtedly one of the most serious de- 
fects in our present naval discipline, and it should re- 
ceive correction either by law or by regulation. This 
could be done by giving the word ‘desertion’ a brook

tions, or by awarding very summary ar yere pul 
ment to re to all intents guiltyS¢ér such 
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3 » Pusish. Our regulations 
fefine desextion, and prescribe certain penalties therefor, 
but before these can be applied the law requires the prac- 
tically impossible feat of proving the interior workings 
of a man’s mind. Whatever desertion may be in the 
eyes of the law, if we can assign a uniform and ade- 
quate punishment to men who remain absent more than 
ten days, and see it carried out, it will remove the some- 
what farcical appearance which naval regulations on this 
subject present to the enlisted man, and in all such cases 
it is the worst enlisted men who benefit by those tech- 
nicalities of law.” 
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President Roosevelt received the delegates to the an- 
nual convention of the United States Navy League at 
the White House on the afternoon of Feb. 22, and made 
a brief address commending the purposes of the league. 
The delegates were presented by Gen. Horace Porter, 
president of the league. President Roosevelt’s address 
was in part as follows: “The President and Congress 
both need to be reminded that it is necessary for the 
sake of America to encourage the upbuilding and the 
maintenance of the United States Navy. I am happy 
to say that whereas last year we failed to get a battle- 
ship, this year we have two. We have made good the 
loss we met with last year. Now, I want all of you in 
your respective homes, through the organs of public 
opinion, by your influence upon your representatives in 
every branch at Washington, to see that the needs of the 
Navy are not forgotten in the future. The Navy has no 
one to speak for it save those who speak for it because 
of their devotion to the honor and the interest of the 
United States; and I ask that you and those like you 
make your voices heard for the general welfare amid 
the din of voices that speak only for special interests.” 
Among the resolutions adopted by the Navy League at 
its business session was one favoring the development 
of the naval militia and the following: ‘Resolved, That 
the Navy League of the United States is in favor of the 
passage of a law by Congress which will enforce respect 
for the uniform of petty officers and enlisted men of 
the United States Army, Navy and Marine Corps at 
every time and place, and also the passage of laws by 
legislatures of the various States making it a misde- 
meanor for any keeper of a public house, restaurant, 
theater or other place of entertainment or amusement to 
discriminate against citizens wearing such uniform.” 
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With the enactment of the law providing for the in- 
crease and reorganization of the Artillery Corps has come 
a renewal of the old notion fhat officers should be kept 
with the Field Artillery while they are young and in 
the prime of energy and efficiency, and transferred to the 
Coast Artillery when their powers have begun to wane 
with the advance of years. It is needless to say that this 
notion is purely that of the laity. It wholly ignores the 
fundamental fact that the function, formation and duty 
of the two branches of the Artillery Service are widely 











different, and that each requires a highly specialized 
technical training both for officers and men. “I do not 
believe,” says a writer signing himself “An Artilleryman” 
in the Journal of the United States Artillery, “that any 
refutation of so preposterous a view is necessary, for of 
course its fallacy is evident, the supposition that activity 
is less necessary in coast defense than in the field! And 
then it ignores the special training required by each 
branch, all the facts of experience, all the instincts and 
dictates of human nature. If this system of transferring 
were a necessity, we could put up with it while deploring 
the necessity, as the politicians say; but it is not neces. 
sary, it is hurtful, and its continuance would really in. 
volve a reflection on our good sense. Now then, again, 
why was not all of this thought of in 1901? Well suppose 
for argument’s sake that the omission of this subject in 
1901 was a grossly stupid blunder: is this any reason why 
it should not be corrected now? What is the use of dis. 
cussing what might have been done five years ago? It is 
the present that is ours, and if we were short-sighted 
in 1901, all the more reason for correcting at the first op. 
portunity our past errors.” 
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Lieut. Eben Swift, jr., 11th U.S. Cav., one of the off. 
cers detailed to make last year’s inspection of the orgun- 
ized militia of Iowa, makes the interesting suggestion that 
a militia division should be established in the General 
Staff of the Army to consist of at least one officer of the 
General Staff and one officer of the National Guard, to be 
designated by the President and granted the pay and al. 
lowances of a brigadier general—this division to super. 
vise militia inspections, examine reports and collect and 
disseminate information for the instruction of the Nation- 
al Guard. “Some provision should also be made,” says 
Lieutenant Swift, in an official report to the Military 
Secretary of the Army, “by means of which officers of the 
National Guard can be given an opportunity to enter the 
Regular Service. It is believed that many excellent off- 
cers could be obtained in this way, familiar with the 
needs and conditions of the National Guard, and a bond 
of unity formed which would be of great advantage to 
both the Regular Army and the National Guard. As it 
is upon the National Guard that the nation must depend 
io.a.large extent for its volunteers in time of war, it 

of great advantage to have officers in the regular 

nt who understand the needs and deficiencies 
Guard. A certain number of vacancies could 

set aside each year to be filled by competitive examina. 

u v1 national Guard officers who have completed 1 
course of study at the post or Service schools, received 
a certain high percentage and the recommendation of their 
instructors.

yoward the close of last year a sensation was created 
among military and political circles at Paris by the appear- 
ance of a book from the pen of Major Driant, a son-in-law 
of General Boulanger, and a military writer of acknowl- 
edged authority, who heretofore had been advocating in 
a score of publications the “War of Revenge” (against 
Germany). His latest work, “Toward a New Sedan,” 
was a surprise of alarming effect, and it roused such 
geroral interest that its publishers disposed of 20,000 
copies in less than ten days. The author lays bare relent- 
lessly the defects of the I’rench army in its present state, 
and he predicts the near approach of the day “when the 
occult powers, which are tending to dismember France, 
may begin their work.” 

fe points out the sinister influences exercised by Free- 
masonry, the lodges having delegated and pushed into the 
cgi inet General André, Pelletan and Combes; the Social- 
ists, natural enemies of the army, upon which they look 
as the rampart of order and propriety ; the disrespect into 
which religion has fallen, and the subjugation of authori- 
ties. Clemenceau is depicted as a most dangerous man, 
because he has for thirty-five years served in France, and 
is still serving, the interests of Great Britain. 

The author insists that it is evident that conditions 
created by these agencies must affect immediately an or- 
ganic structure like the army. The army feels that lined 
up against it are the public powers, the socialists, the uni- 
versity, even the primary schools. Professor Hervé, of 
the University of Paris, who wants all armies abolished, 
has found numerous adherents. What are the conse- 
quences? Comradeship within the regiments is said to be 
dying out and confidence, that paramount moral force, to 
exist no longer. 

‘The cancer of “anti-militarism” has spread in unheard- 
of proportions, not merely among the masses of the peo- 
ple, but among the so-called enlightened classes, and with- 
in one single year the recrudescence of this evil in the 
military organism has been enormous. General officers, 
who have begged not to be quoted, exclaim: ‘What shall 
we do? The anarchy proceeds from above.’’ Corps com- 
manders, shaking dolefwly their heads, declare: ‘The 
reservists have this year poisoned our regiments; if this 
eoniinues the maneuvers will be impossible next year.” 

Officers of the line have admitted: ‘Military life is 
becoming intolerable; the sleuths are undermining us con- 
tinuously ; nobody dares to raise his voice, distrust reigns 
everywhere; our men escape us and nowadays when we 
witness a breach of discipline we pass along, for if we 
punish we get ourselves into trouble and will not be sus- 
tained.” 

he truth, therefore, we are told, is that the French 
army is sliding straight down to disorganization and an- 
archy. Certainly nobody would have undertaken to fore- 
tell like conditions six or seven years ago when Le 
Pioupiou de V’Yonne, an anti-militaristic newspaper, 
started to encourage insubordination and desertion. To- 
day that sinister seed has borne fruit. 

‘The author insists upon the necessity of telling the 
truth. The French public, he says, ought to be made ac- 
quainted with the fact that rebellious acts like the reserv- 
ists’ riots at Brionde have been committed much more nu- 
merously than have been reported. Scandals have become 
public only when their echo could not be hushed ; in most 
cases the facts have been earefully concealed. A wind of 
revolt has last year passed over numerous French regi- 
ments; this year that wind will grow to a tempest; the 
year following its violent fury will sweep everything be- 
fore it. 

Despite the law of which he is the guardian, the War 
Minister felt constrained last year to shorten the regular 
service term of the reservists because he was afraid of 
manifestations with which the latter openly threatened 
their superiors. It is not denied that certain colonels 
have backed down before the challenge of soldiers thrown 
in their face: “If you punish me I shall write to’ my 
deputy!” And subaltern officers dare no longer to re- 
prove with energy any breach of discipline, knowing they 
will not be upheld by their hierarchical chiefs. 

I'rom the top to the bottom of the ladder the watchword 
seems to be, “Only no tales!’”? This debilitating device 
has rapidly led to the decline of character. ‘The grand 
chiefs have adopted it for reasons of ambition, the subor- 
dinates are applying it fer tranquility’s sake, and during 
last year’s maneuvers there could be observed generals 
stifling reports intended for the Minister, colonels rescind- 
ing justly inflicted punishments, subaltern officers turning 
their heads lest they could not help noticing the refusal of 
the salute by the soldier. 

Mere is an instance: On one of the last days of the 
last fall maneuvers, by two French army corps near Lan- 
eres, an order was issued for practice in succoring the 
wounded. These were to be removed from the firing line 
‘o the next first aid station, thence to be taken by ambu- 
lance to a certain post in the rear. The exercise was easy 
in comparjson with the strenuous work of active maneu- 
vering, and for conceivable reasons reservists were de- 
tailed to earry out the order—about three or four hundred 
of them. ‘The command devolved upon a lieutenant of the 
reserve, but not a single non-commissioned officer was as- 
signed to his aid. When the troop arrived at the first sta- 
tion there were no ambulances to carry them to the rear, 
a «distance of about nine English miles. So they found 
they had te walk to their place of destination. 

immediately riot broke loose. Anarchistic airs were 
Sung, first of all the ‘Internationale,’ and at the officer 
in command were hurled the most insulting epithets, such 
as d—— stupid camel, etc. His efforts to restore order 
proved at first futile, but finally by mild persuasion he 
got his men to fall in line and to resume their march. All 
along the route insult after insult was heaped upon the 
ojlicer and he took. down the names of. fifteen of the most 
riotous men for report. 

_The division commander—the author is ready to give 
his name on request—witnessing the arrival of that disor- 
derly crowd apostrophises the lieutenant in heated lan- 
guage.

When he had received the report 
the general turned to the reservists, ‘addressing them in 
the following words: 

“Well, boys, this is not very serious; I for one dislike 
punishments, but this must not happen again. .This time 
it shall be-forgiven.”

“Three cheers for the general; down with the lieuten- 





ant; down with that stupid camel!” shouted the resery- 


ists. 

The episode ended with the reproval of the lieutenant, 
the only one in the whole affair who had done his duty. 
What degree of discipline, we are asked, can be main- 
tained in an army where such incidents cannot only occur, 
but where they are no exceptions? 

“The anarchy proceeds from above,” says Major Driant. 
Anarchy is defined as “without commandment,” the state 
of a people without government, of an army without lead- 
er. The French army no longer has a leader. The princi- 
ple of authority is steadily declining because nobody can 
discern whence it emanates. Where to-day-is the com- 
mand? Who exercises it? Nobody. Neither the War 
Minister nor the superior War Council. The French army 
resembles a piece of sugar dissolving in a glass of water. 
It still preserves its form, but not its substance, 

The larger part of Major Driant’s book is devoted to 
comparisons between the French and German armies, the 
author having attended last year’s ‘‘Kaiser’ maneuvers 
in Silesia as correspondent for the Paris newspaper, 
l’Eclair. His close and keen observations are most inter- 
esting from a military viewpoint, but we deal here merely 
with his conclusions as to conditions at present prevailing 
in the French army. He offers no apology for having 
raised a cry of alarm; on the contrary, he justifies as an 
act of genuine patriotism the telling of the plain truth. 

He says in conclusion: “I know the French army; I 
have just seen the other and I declare without reserve and 
with the earnestness of strong conviction, a war with Ger- 
many at the present time would be a disastrous war; we 
would be beaten as in 1870, aye, even more completely 
than in 1870, for we would be enfeebled through panics 
and cowardice such as were unknown to our ancestors.”

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“THE RACE IS NOT ALWAYS TO THE SWIFT.” 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The action of the War Department last week in re- 
fusing to commission the nine enlisted and civilian suc- 
cessful candidates in the Artillery Corps is calculated 
te cause them bitter disappointment and raise a storm 
of opposition by their friends, who can see no reason or 
necessity or justice in such action. 

They are not “now in the Artillery Corps,” nor are they 
in the Infantry or Cavalry, to which their high standing 
also entitled them without taking the additional difficult 
Artillery subjects. Consequently they are not now draw- 
ing pay and have lost thirty-two files in lineal rank, and 
when finally commissioned are apparently to lose forty- 
three files in relative rank. Their appointments were in 
no sense contingent upon the passage of the Artillery 
Bill. 

There are so many questionable points involved that 
might not stand the test of the Court of Claims or Su- 
preine Court that it is only fair to them that some of the 
reasons be pointed out as to why they should not be con- 
sidered as “now in the Artillery Corps” on the date of 
the approval of the Artillery Bill, Jan. 25, 1907. Indeed, 
it is no fault of theirs or of Congress that they were 
not commissioned prior to the approval of this act. 

They completed their examination at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., Dec. 24, 1906, and for reasons unknown to them, 
and known only at the War Department, they had not 
been commissioned Jan. 25, 1907, and have not yet been 
commissioned, although thirty-two other candidates of low- 
er rating in the competition supposedly have their com- 
missions and are on the pay: roll, and consequently have 
lineal rank in the Army above any who may be subse- 
quently commissioned (provided the Senate has confirmed 
their appointments). 

There can be no question that they have already suf- 
fered this loss in lineal rank and the per diem which 
they are not entitled to receive until acceptance of ap- 
pointment. 

The War Department proclaimed that there were twen- 
ty-three vacancies in the Artillery Corps, July 31, 1906, 
for which enlisted men and civilian appointees might com- 
pete. The vacancies in the Artillery Corps were especiai- 
ly coveted, because of the prospects of very rapid ad- 
vancements contingent upon favorable consideration of 
the Artillery Bill. The competition was delayed until 
Dec. 3, 1906, in order that candidates for Artillery might 
better prepare for the rigid additional exainination. 

The examination was completed Dec. 24, 1906, and 
results were anxiously awaited as week after week passed. 
Finally, early in February, the War Department an- 
nounced that nine candidates passed successfully for 
Artillery Corps and thirty-two for Infantry and Cavalry. 
In the meantime the Artillery Increase Bill was passed by 
Congress and approved Jan. 25, 1907, to be effective that 
date. Of course these nine ‘“‘would-be-artillerists’’ were 
jubilant, for they supposed nothing but failure in ex- 
amination for promotion could keep them from attaining 
a first lieutenantcy to fill original vacancy. Since the 
junior second lieutenant of Artillery was number 173 on 
the relative list, they would of course become respectively 
No. 174 to 182, inclusive, and eligible, subject to examina- 
tion, to fill vacancies as first lieutenants according to 
relative rank. 

Their anticipations of early promotion and their faith 
in the “square deal” have received a severe jolt. This 
can be attributed to the early approval of the Artillery 
Bill or the late approval of the proceedings of the Ex- 
amination Board, by the War Department. The vacancies 
and relative rank for which they competed existed July 1, 
1906, and it would seem that thus early in their military 
career they should not be made the victims of a technical- 
ity in the wording of Section 10 of the Artillery Act 
merely because of unusual delay by the War Department 
in approving the results of their examinations. ; 

There would remain thirty-two vacancies as first lieu- 
tenants after promoting these nine officers, and it would 
appear from the decision of the Judge Advocate of the 
Army that the President could appoint these nine officers 
first lieutenants outright by exercise of his appointing 
power, and likewise appoint thirty-two graduates of the 
West Point class graduating next June. They, too, have 
no doubt been. counting on filling these vacancies, and 
will share disappointment with the “nine.” _ 

In 1902 fourteen second lieutenants .of Artillery were 
permitted to resign as such, and were immediately reap- 
pointed first lieutenants of Artillery without examination 
to fill original vacancies, and it would seem .this action 
affords a precedent for dealing fairly by the “nine 
anxious ones who we hope will soon be on the pay roll 
without unjust loss of rank. The five civilians have al- 
ready forfeited four or five or six months’ lucrative em- 
ployment and personally stood the expense of a two or 
three thousand-mile journey to Fort Leavenworth and 
return, and all the expenses incident to examinations and 
waiting returns; to say nothing of the hard work and 
worry, besides having a uniform and equipment bill 





amounting to several hundred dollars now staring them 
in the face. “To the victor belongs the spoils,’ but 
“the race is not always to the swift.” ARTILLERY. 





SEPARATING COAST AND FIELD ARTILLERY. 


Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., Feb. 23, 1907. 
To THE EpITor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

As you have published suggestions as to the method of 
separating the Coast and Field Artillery, allow me to add 
the following: The Artillery. bill of Jan. 25, 1907, pro- 
vides, concerning the separation of the Coast and Field 
Artillery, that: “After such promotion they shall be as- 
signed by the President to the Coast Artillery or Field 
Artillery according to special aptitude and qualifications 
and agreeably to individual preferences, so far as practic- 
able and for the good of the Service. * *” I suggest the 
following method of complying with the spirit of the 
above: 


1. Assign first to the Field Artillery officers now in 
that branch who desire such assignment. 

Eliminations should be made from the above in the fol- 
lowing order: (a) Officers who have shown their unfit- 
ness for the Field Artillery by failing to care for animals 
or material, poor horsemanship, inaptitude for active field 
work, etc. - 

(b) Those who are physically incapacitated for active 
field work but not so far incapacitated as to cause retire- 
ment, as obese men, and those lacking the rugged health 
necessary for field work. 

(c) Officers who have special qualifications for the 
Coast Artillery as those who have had the course in the 
submarine school, those having special electrical or me- 
chanical education, 

The above method will, no doubt, leave vacancies in all 
grades except that of major. If any other grades should 
have more officers, now in the Field Artillery, apply for 
appointment in that branch than there are numbers, the 
following method of elimination may be pursued: 

(a) Eliminate those who have had the least experience 
in Field Artillery. 

(b) Of those of about the same age and relative rank 
eliminate those to whom the lot falls. 

It is almost certain that Rule 1 (a, b, c) will leave 
many vacancies in all grades except that of major. These 
vacancies can be filled as follows: 

2. From those who have shown special qualifications 
for Field Artillery in prior service in it. 

3. From those who have had the longest prior satisfac- 
tory service in the field artillery. 

In making the last selections care should be taken not 
to select too many men of about the same age and relative 
rank. As to the case of the majors, the following is sug- 
gested : 

Promote to the vacancies about to occur in brigadier 
general such colonels and lieutenant colonels as desire 
such promotion and retirement. Jf this does not make 
vacancies detail the remaining majors of Field Artillery 
service to staff duties until there will occur a vacancy for 
them in the Field Artillery. This will, of course, deprive 
the other branches for a short time of their quota of de- 
tails, but this can be rectified in time by in turn depriving 
the Field Artillery of its quota of details and giving them 
to the branches that were short before. The separation 
of the Coast and Field Artillery was secured on the 
grounds that specialists were needed in each branch. This 
being the case the officers now in the Field Artillery have 
become specialists in that branch in so far as they have 
mastered the new method of fire control and material. 

Officers of the higher grades with this experience are 
especially needed, therefore I think special effort should 
be made to retain in the Field Artillery the majors who 
have spent a number of years in this branch. Should my 
assignment be to the Field Artillery, this retaining of an 
excess number of majors in this branch would temporarily 
check my promotion, but I believe it to be “for the good 
of the Service” to retain them. The plan set forth is 
based on the hypothesis that more officers will apply for 
assignment to the Field Artillery than there will be va- 
eancies. Should the reverse be true the same principles 
apply, I believe. FreLtp ARTILLERY.

THE BODY OF WILKES BOOTH. 
Springfield Armory, Mass., Feb. 25, 1907. 
To rHE Epitor or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In the JourNAt of Saturday last I note a letter from 
Olive Ennis Hite, in which she relates a story told her by 
an officer of the Navy as to the disposition made of the 
body of Wilkes Booth, in which it is stated as a fact, 
“never having been disputed,” that the body of Booth— 
in a gunny sack—was taken aboard the Montauk in the 
Potomac River and cast overboard at a point below Indian 
Head. 

How such a story could have originated I. fail to under- 
stand, and that it may not be accepted without dispute, 
let me state the following: After the assassination of 
President Lincoln and the arrest of the conspirators, the 
latter were tried in the old Washington Penitentiary 
building; and after their execution, they were buried 
just outside the walls of the building. When these build- 
ings—with the exception of the warden’s and deputy 
warden’s quarters—as well as the surrounding walls, 
were torn down, these bodies were taken up and buried 
in one of the old storehouses at the Washington Arsenal, 
in a locked room and underneath a stone flagging, and 
by their sides were placed the bodies of Wirtz, the Con- 
federate jailer, and also the body of Booth, the latter 
haying been delivered at the arsenal in a gunny sack at 
the little boathouse off the Washington Arsenal grounds. 
The place of burial was marked so as to identify where 
the bodies were pla ; 

Just before Andrew Johnson’s term as President ex- 
pired, Edwin Booth applied to him for permission to 
have Wilkes Booth’s body exhumed and turned over to 
him for burial at Baltimore. The President gave in- 
structions, through the Secretary of War, to Gen. George 
D. Ramsay, the commanding officer of Washington Ar- 
senal, to exhume this body and satisfy himself—there 
having been several. stories about that Booth had never 
been killed and had been seen here, there and elsewhere— 
that the remains turned over were those of J. Wilkes 
Booth. The commanding officer of the arsenal directed 
me to personally superintend the transfer of these re- 
mains. With a party of enlisted -men, the remains were 
taken up in my presence, the lid of the box removed, and 
the rémains of Booth positively identified beyond any 
question. The -black hair, the shape of the skull, the 
color and: condition ‘of the clothes, the riding boots, and 
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the. remains..of..the -boot- cut off at the ankle, all in- 
dicated without doubt that the body was that of Booth. 
In addition to this identification, a dentist in Baltimore 
had previously stated that he could identify Booth any- 
where by a tooth, the cavity of which he had filled and 
built up, it being so unusual that he could identify Booth 
anywhere by this tooth. This identification, I understand, 
was subsequently made. 

Later on. the friends of the other conspirators—Mrs. 
Surratt, Paine, Harold, Atzerott, and also of Wirtz, the 
Confederate jailer, applied for and received similar per- 
mission, the bodies being removed under my personal 
supervision, the lids of the boxes being removed in each 


case.

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SORE BACKS ON CAVALRY HORSES. 


To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The quotation given on page 642. of your issue of Feb. 
9 shows that the War Department is on the right track 
in searching for the causes leading to sore backs among 
the horses and to other troubles of our Cavalry service. 
The truth of the matter is that we have in the Cavalry 
arm many officers who have failed utterly to grasp the 
fact that the care, drilling, marching and general instruc- 
tion of cavalry is a great science and it is sad to relate 
that not all of these ate among the juniors. 

Here we find one squadron commander who moves at 
the rate of three miles an hour and after being on the 
road ten hours arrives in camp with horses and men ex- 
hausted. ‘here another is found who trots and gallops 
for hours up hill and down, over rocks, through mud and 
sand and brings his command to camp early but exhaust- 
ed, wet with sweat and stove up. It is little wonder that 
we have sore-backed horses. The only wonder is that we 
have any horses left at all. Between these two extremes 
there must be a mean, the employment of which will bring 
a command to camp with a minimum of wear and tear 
and fretting. The fact of the matter is that our officers 
have got to learn to handle cavalry. Those who do know 
already how to handle it must apply their knowledge and 
teach those of us who do not. ‘ 

I believe firmly that the Cavalry arm when rightly han- 
dled is one of the most useful in our Service, but as sure 
as I am writing these lines, unless Cavalry officers show 
more care and interest our branch will soon fall into dis- 
repute and will ultimately be legislated out of existence. 
Congress will not stand for the extra expense of our arm 
unless we can show good cause for our existence. > 

{f things continue to go as they have been going during 
the past eight years, what will eventually become of our 
bread and butter, to say nothing of our pride and our am- 
Tn send Cavalry officer, therefore, examine himself 
to find whether he is really doing everything that he 
should in the way of attending to details, caring for his 
horses and instructing his command. There was never a 
time in the history of opr arm when this was more neces- 
sary than now if we are to preserve our prestige and our

oo arm is what we claim for it let us then be wor- 
thy of it and not allow the dry rot of luxury and discon- 
teat to-sap our strength.

resent prosperity, the country over, ta man 
from En but I firmly believe: that hundreds of 
men would refuse to re-enlist under present conditions, 
even during the hardest times, It must be remembered 
that our Regular Army is a volunteer one, pure and sim- 
ple, and that the soldier is a thinking man. He is look- 
ing for a certain amount of comfort, as well as the officer. 
You can never make the soldier in time of peace see the 
necessity for the hardship of making practice marches in 
almost all kinds of weather, winter and summer. Some of 
the old soldiers will stand all of this hardening and re- 
enlist until they can. retire; many of the stronger ones 
will endure it until their terms of enlistment expire, when 
they will refuse to stay hardened; and many of the weak- 
er-ones will and do desert. 

It will be many’a day before we have as good an army 
as we had in ’98, and those in authority at the present 
time know how that army was trained. Those were the 
days when, as a rule, all military duties and exercies for 
the day were over by noon or 1 o’clock p.m., and both 
officers and men had a few moments they could call their 
own and were not going to or returning from some duty 
every minute during the day. We were not given such 
tremendous doses of athletics, maneuvers, etc., and the 
Army was efficient and contented. I do not mean to say 
that. we should not advance and that changes should 
not be made, and I believe the large summmer encamp- 
ments of much more benefit than the smaller ones 
of a few years ago, but we do-not want to be trained 
to death along any one line and we would do well to look 
back a few years and stop attempting to conduct our 
volunteer Army as the European machines are run. The 
American soldier does not have to, and will not, stand the 
amount of work that is put upon the foreign soldier in 
peace times. More pay and more consideration for the 
enlisted man will lead to greatly improved conditions in 
the Service.

THE COLON RESERVOIR.

In a recent issue of your JOURNAL you quoted from 
that portion of the report of my observations in Germany 
which treats of the pay of German officers, and which 
states: ‘The pay of the lower grades of officers seems ri- 
diculously small compared to our standard,” ete. 

Your comment appeared in at least one prominent east- 
ern paper, and perhaps, in others. Like a bad penny, it 
bas come back come Germany, even, to pester me. In my 
report, I was stating facts and not making comments on 
them. I might have stated with quite as much truthful- 
ness, and should have done so, that none of the officers in 
the lower grades pretends to live on his pay. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the junior officers see little of the little pay 
they do get; the paymaster keeps their accounts in small 
individual books, and by the time their clothing is paid for 
and the various regimental subscriptions are satisfied, 
their pay has disappeared. Their maintenance is a con- 
stant drain upon the family and continues so until they 
reach the higher grades or until they are able to find the 
daughter of a wealthy tradesman whose dowry is sufficient 
for their needs. The miserable pay of the German offi- 
cers has made them notorious fortune hunters when they 
go to seek their wives. 

When it comes to comparing the pay of a German offi- 
cer with that of the officers of our Army, it should be 
borne in mind, also, that the purchasing power of money 
in Germany is much higher than it is in the United 
States. Clothing, service, in fact, everything in Germany 
except foods, is remarkably cheap compared to the same 
articles here. 

Fully realizing how difficult it is to meet the demands 
made upon an officer with a family in these days of pros- 
perity, and at the same time provide maintenance for the 
family in case of death, I desire to. correct any impression 





that I may have unintentionally given that the pay of our . 


officers is large or sufficient, 
Ext A. Hetmick, Capt., 10th Inf. 





THE PAY OF NAVAL. OFFICERS.

In the ARMY AND Navy JourNAt of Feb. 23, 1907, on 
page 708, under “Navy Opinion on Personnel Bill,” one 
line officer of the Navy, writing to another, is quoted as 
saying ‘‘with a pay based on the cost of living in 1872, 
which has not increased in thirty-five years,” etc. 

Is it a fact that the pay of naval officers has not been 
increased in thirty-five years? Many civilians have sup- 
posed that their pay was increased by the so-called 
“Personnel Bill’ of 1899, which gave them, or at least 
gave many of them, the same pay as Army officers. Did 
not the Personnel bill” give them a substantial increase 
of pay? And not only pay, but an increase of “allow- 
ances,” such as commutation for quarters. Further- 
more, do not graduates of the Naval Academy pass 
through the lower grades more rapidly than they did 
ten or twenty years ago and thus get increased pay 
earlier in life? In 1897 the senior lieutenants had been 
over thirty years in the Service and over twenty years 
in the lieutenants’ grade. Now the senior lieutenants 
have been but about eighteen years in the Service and 
six years in the lieutenants’ grade. Then, those naval 
officers who served on shore duty had less pay than at 
sea, and there was no commutation for quarters. Do. 
not naval officers on shore duty now receive the same 
pay as at sea?

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NAVAL GUNS. 


New York, Feb. 25, 1907. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have read with interest and amusement the letter of 
“G. §.” in your last issue. While I submit that his 
idea that the American people have a right to expect 
the best ship that can be built for their money, I take 
issue with him on the idea of using more than one cali- 
ber of heavy guns on any ship to be built in future. 
Whether our big guns should be 12, 13 or 14-inch, is a 
question that it seems safe to leave to the Ordnance De- 
partment. 

“G. 8.” does not seem to realize that 12-inch guns 
can be built of much greater power than those now. 
carried by any ship afloat. I beg to call his attention to 
an article entitled “The Battleship of the Future” in 
the Scientific American of Feb. 9 and 16. The tables 
quoted in that article show that the power of the 12- 
inch gun would be much increased by using projectiles 
of 1,200 pounds in place of 850 pounds, as at present. 
The same result is obtained by an increase in the length 
of bore or in the weight of powder charge. The distri- 
bution of the guns is second only in importance to their 
number. Referring to figures three, four and six of the 
article quoted, shows that twelve guns may be so 
mounted as to give ahead fire of six and broadside fire 
of eight, by using the positions of the turrets of the 
Connecticut; eight ahead and ten on the broadside by 
using the design of the Michigan, with the waist turrets. 
of the Georgia. design; while six ahead and twelve on 
the broadside can be obtained by using four three-gun 
turrets placed on the Michigan design. The use of 2,000 
tons in heavier armor or its wider use would be a marked 
advantage. Or the use of part of that weight in longer 
and more powerful 12-inch guns and in more and heavier 





met i mone in my humble opinion provide a more power- 
it ip. 

I have noticed many complaints that the Michigay 
was not up to the standard of the most recent foreign 
ships. This seems to be unjust. The Michigan an 
her sister are improved Connecticuts, and should not b« 
classed against the Dreadnought or Satsuma, but | 
should class them as superior to the latter. With the 
six ships of the Connecticut type they give us a squad- 
ron of 16,000-ton eighteen knot ships equal to any other 
light ships afloat, of uniform size and speed. For as 
the Vermont is superior to the Dominion; the South 
Carolina is more powerful than the Lord Nelson. 

On_the question of cruisers and armored cruisers, 
“G, 8.” is quite right. The Montana is not equal to 
the Shannon, still less the Inflexibles, which only proves 
that we have stood still too long. But the writer sub 
mits that England is not a probable enemy, and nv 
other ships now afloat class with the Tennessee and her 
sisters, except the Rurik or Thoma class, of which no 
details can be learned.

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PROPOSITIONS FOR A NEW PAY BILL. 
Feb. 27, 1907. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Inasmuch as the much-prayed-over increase in pay bil 
has been quashed by Congress; and as it will probably 
be necessary to draft a new bill for the consideration and 
action of the next Congress, cannot something be done for 
the dismounted officer, below the rank of major, to pro- 
vide a schednle of pay more equitable than the present 
one? I would like to suggest to some of your readers, 
who may be interested in this question, that they discuss 
the matter in your columns, as I know of no better way 
of putting questions of vital interest to the Army at large 
clearly before the public than to secure an openly ex- 
pressed opinion in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

Any dismounted officer is quite ready to talk of this 
matter of pay in private; and to those already in or soou 
to enter a dismounted service it is of some concern. Fs- 
pecially is this true of the Coast Artillery, where the 
work is acknowledged to be exacting and requiring a 
high degree of professional attainment if one is to be an 
efficient officer. 

The fact that the dismounted officer of the line grades 
is not paid proportionally to his grade as compared with 
the mounted officer needs little or no demonstration. If 
this is properly brought to the attention of those who 
may have in charge the drafting of a new bill, it would 
Seem to be an opportune time to apply the remedy in 
behalf of the dismounted services. Have the “Dough- 
boys” and “Red-leg Infantry” no eloquent champions to 
enter the lists?

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LIFE INSURANCE FOR OFFICERS. 
To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It may perhaps be of interest to those officers who 
are looking for life insurance to know that the Phoenix 
Mutual, of Hartford, is at present issuing a policy which 
puts officers on the same footing as its most favored 
policy-holders, with the following clause covering the 
extra hazard to.the company: 


“The insured hereunder being in the military or naval 
Service of the United States, and therefore liable to in- 
cur unusual hazard on account of such service, it is 
hereby mutually agreed that in consideration of the is- 
sue of this policy, which contains no restriction on and 
requires no permit for any travel, residence or occupa- 
tion, that if. the insured shall engage in active service 
in time of war or rebellion, or shall reside or be sta- 
tioned outside of the temperate zones, the company may 
charge up against this policy as an indebtedness (unless 
it be paid in cash by the insured), with interest thereon, 
an extra premium which shall not be in excess of $10 
for each $1,000 of insurance for each year, or portion 
thereof, during which such hazardous service or resi- 
dence shall exist.” :

An important move to add to the further training of 
the Army in small arms practice has been made by the ¢s- 
tablishment_of a school of musketry at the Presidio of 
Monterey, Cal. It has been directed that one company 
of Infantry from each of the Departments of California 
and the Columbia and one machine-gun platoon be Te- 
lieved from duty at their present stations and sent to 
the Presidio of Monterey. 
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The President has directed that the original vacancies 
created or caused in the grade of first lieutenant in the 
Field Artillery, by the operation of the Act of Feb. 25, 
1907, and which shall be found to exist when the promo- 
tions required by that act shall have been made, together 
wich the original vacancies similarly created or caused 
in the same grade in the Coast Artillery, be filled by the 
appointment of lieutenants of the Engineers, Cavalry 
and Infantry, whose rank in the Coast and Field Ar- 
tillery, respectively, will be determined by the result of 
a competitive examination. The scope, character and 
date of such examination will be determined by the Sec- 
retary of War, and, upon its completion, nominations 
will be prepared and submitted in accordance with the 
standing of the officers recommended for appointment 
as determined by such competitive examination. In a 
memorandum addressed to the Chief of Staff, the Secre- 
tary of War says: “By virtue of the act reorganizing 
the Artillery, the existing officers of that corps have re- 
ceived promotions, so that there are left vacancies in all 
the second lieutenancies and vacancies in the first lieu- 
tennncies—forty-three in number. The law provides that 
the second lieutenancies should be filled by examinations 
under existing law. No provision is made as to how 
the vacancies in the first lieutenancies should be filled. 
The Judge Advocate General has rendered an opinion 
hold'ng that it is within the competency of the President 
to bil these places by appointment at his discretion. 
Pending this bill, before its passage, regular examina- 
tions were held for filling vacant second lieutenancies in 
the Artillery Corps, and nine men passed the examina- 
tions and are ready for commissions, but as they passed 
the examination for second lieutenancies and not for 
first lieutenancies, and as the President thinks that an 
opportunity for promotion to first lieutenancies ought 
to be offered to officers already in the Service, he has 
made provision for appointment after a competitive ex- 
amination to be entered by the second lieutenants from 
the Infantry, Cavalry and Engineers. When these va- 
cancies for first lieutenancies are thus filled, the nine 
men who have been examined and have passed their 
examinations for second lieutenants, will be appointed 
as the first of the second lieutenants in the Artillery, and 
the oiher vacancies among the second lieutenants will be 
filled as the law provides—one-fifth each year for five 
years, by appointments from West Point, by competitive 
examination among the enlisted men, and by similar 
examinations among civilian candidates.” 
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In his introductory article in the American Journal 
of International Law, Secretary Root, of the State De- 
partment, shows that during the last half century, not 
only in the United States, but in Great Britain, France, 
Italy, and, we might add, Germany, public opinion has 
exercised an increasing control over international con- 
duct. Mr. Root argues that the more clearly the people 
of a given country recognize their own international ob- 
ligations, the less likely will they be to resent the just 
demands of other countries that those obligations be ob- 
served, and that the more familiar the people of a given 
country become with the rules and customs of self-re- 
straint and courtesy which experience has shown to be 
indispensable for preserving the peace of the world, the 
greater will be the tendency to refrain from discussing 
publicly controversies with other countries in such a way 
as to hinder peaceful settlement by wounding sensibilities 
or arousing prejudice and anger. _The extraordinary 
ignorance of international law shown even by our De- 
partment of State during the Civil War more than once 
came near involving us in war with European powers, 
and much of the current talk about the Japanese school 
question is the product of like ignorance. As ex-Secre- 
tary Olney has shown, Japan expressly agreed that the 
stipulations contained in the treaty with reference to 
the rights of its subjects in the United States ‘“‘do not in 
any way affect the laws, ordinances and regulations with 
regard to trade, to the immigration of laborers, or to the 
police and public security which are in force, or which 
may hereafter be enacted, in either of the two countries.” 
As there seems to be no doubt that the regulation of a 
State's public schools belongs to its police functions, 
Japan would seem to have no cause of complaint under 
the terms of the treaty. Elaborate apologies to Japan 
for our treatment of her applicants for a place in the 
public schools of San Francisco would seem to be wholly 
uncalled for. A dignified assertion of our treaty rights 
would seem to be more likely to impress the authorities 
of the island kingdom. The false alarm creafed by a 
reference to the treaty with Japan, which in no 
way affects the question of possible war with Japan 
growing out of friction on the school question, is the 
result of ignorance of the terms of that treaty which 
appears in full in the new quarterly.

Ordinarily a war between two Central American re- 
publies affords little ground for serious apprehension on 
the part of their neighbor nations, but the affair in which 
\londuras and Nicaragua have so suddenly engaged may 
yet prove an exception to the rule. There is a strip of 
land some twenty-five miles wide along the frontier which 
is disputed territory, and both countries have mobilized 
their forces along this strip with the result that when 
either advances the other claims that it has been invaded. 
l'ress reports of February 25 quote President Zealya, of 
Nicaragua, as stating that his troops have entered the 
territory of Honduras and won four battles, the re- 
sults including the capture of the fortified town of 
Mercos de Colon. The American Minister to Guatemala 
has cabled to Washington that “the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of Honduras telegraphs that Nicaragua by its 
ivasion of Honduras has terminated the pending negotia- 
tions for a pacific settlement.’ In itself the conflict 
hetween Honduras and Nicaragua is of small consequence, 
but there is a fear in. some quarters that it may involve 
other Central American countries and thus undo all that 
has been done by the United States and the Republic of 
Hexies to establish peace and friendship among those 
lations, 
where the opinion is expressed that an attempt at this 
time by the United States and Mexico to induce the bellig- 
¢rents to arbitrate their differences would end in failure. 
A high official of the Mexican government is quoted in a 
despatch to the New York Tribune as follows: “This 
upheaval will perhaps be the most formidable which 
has ever occurred in Central America. At first it will 
he Honduras and Salvador against Nicaragua, but from 
irformation which we have obtained we know that Guate- 
mala will be the ally of Nicaragua. Whether the aid of 
President Cabrera’s country will, be open or secret we do 
hot yet know, but we do know that the country will be

drawt into the controversy. This will mean that all 
Central America will be in a state of war, with the ex- 
ception of the Republic of Costa Rica. As to her atti- 
tude we ara uncertain.” 
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Cable despatches from Madrid state that a great sen- 
sation has been caused in Spain by a story concerning 
the causes of the Spanish-American War which has re- 
cently appeared in the Diario de la Marina, a leading 
newspaper of Havana. This story, which we are solemn- 
ly assured, is “based on documentary evidence,” is to 
the effect that “the Legislature of the United States 
was bribed in 1897 by Tomas Estrada Palma, subse- 
quently first president of the Cuban republic, to force a 
declaration of war against Spain. As the story runs, 
bonds amounting to $37,000,000, redeemable when Cuba 
became independent, were issued to Senators in Wash- 
ington, and a contract exists containing phrases anal- 
ogous to the terms of the joint resolution of April, 1898, 
which was voted by Congress. The value of the bonds 
referred to fell heavily in 1899 and for this reason a 
new contract for $26,000,000 was made between Palma 
and the Senators. The Diario declares its intention to 
expose the whole history of the affair so that the Ameri- 
can Senate will be compelled to discuss it. It is stated 
with much seriousness that nothing is known in official 
circles in Madrid as to the truthfulness of this story. 
Nevertheless the Spaniards regard it as a matter of 
such gravity that Count Salazar, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, has telegraphed to the Spanish representatives 
at Washington and Havana requesting the fullest infor- 
mation in the event of the Diario continuing its publi- 
cations. Because of its flimsy texture this fantastic ro- 
mance will hardly survive the rigors of the present 
severe winter, but all hands must agree that for the 
moment, at least, it has added to the gayety of nations. 
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Pvt. Harris Cooper, U.S.A., eighteen years old, from 
Fort Slocum, N.Y., appeared in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, New York city, Feb. 23, on a writ of habeas 
corpus got out by his parents, who desired to have him 
released from the Army. Judge Hough wanted to know 
at first why he could not get a dishonorable discharge. 
“He enlisted only on Feb. 7, your Honor,” replied the 
officer in charge of Private Cooper, “and the Government 
has gone to the expense of fitting him out with clothing 
and other equipment. The Government only stands to 
lose if we turn out all these men who make frauduient 
statements as to age when they enlist and then when they 
are fitted out try to beat it.” “I agree with you,” said 
the Judge, ‘“‘and shall deny this motion. The Government 
should not be put to the expense of fixing up young men 
and making them fit for use and then have them get off on 
the plea that they are under age.” Cooper swore at the 
time of enlistment that he was twenty-three years old, al- 
though he was in reality only eighteen. His lawyer said 
that his parents, who were in court, were each over sev- 
enty years of age and depended for their support on the 
embryo cavalryman. Judge Hough decided, however, that 
a taste of Army service might improve his memory and 
veracity. 
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Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., who was at 
the War Department Feb. 25 on business connected with 
the Jamestown Exposition, took occasion to refer to the 
address he delivered in Philadelphia on Washington’s 
birthday, in which the daily- newspapers erroneously 
quoted him as passing unwarranted criticism upon the 
President. General Grant explained to officers at the 
War Department just what he said on that occasion. He 
told them that his remarks concerning the Japanese situa- 
tion led him no nearer anything sensational than to de- 
plore the fact that it was necessary for the President, in 
disposing of an international question, to call in a munici- 
pal officer who was under indictment. He did not pre- 
tend to compare Mr. Roosevelt with President U. S. 
Grant in any way. General Grant feels keenly the at- 
tention his remarks have attracted, and he is indignant 
that he should have been wrongly quoted. His explana- 
tion is regarded by the War Department as completely 
satisfactory. General Grant also wrote a personal letter 
to President Roosevelt explaining the incident. 
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Brig. Gen. W. P. Duvall on Wednesday reported to 
the War Department to assume his duties as a member 
of the General Staff, taking the place temporarily of 
Brig. Gen. Thomas H. Barry, ordered to Cuba to re- 
lieve Brig. Gen. T. J. Wint in command of the Army 
of Pacification. General Duvall is a native of Mary- 
land, and was graduated from the United States Mili- 
tary Academy in June, 1869, and from the Artillery 
School in 1892. He served with the 5th and Ist Regi- 
ments of Artillery until September, 1901, when he be- 
came major in the Artillery Corps, which rank he held 
when he was promoted to the grade of brigadier general. 
During the Spanish war and the Philippine insurrection 
he served successively in the Volunteer establishment as 
major and inspector general, lieutenant colonel and chief 
ordnance officer, lieutenant colonel, 26th U.S. Infantry, 
and colonel, 48th U.S. Infantry. He was appointed 
brigadier general March 2, 1906. 
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The work of the Board on Ordnance Nomenclature or- 
dered by the naval Bureau of Crdnance about a year ago, 
for the purpose of assigning names to the different parts 
of all ordnance material, has progressed steadily and has 
consisted of obtaining photographs of parts and of giving 
each part a number and a name. Official drawings, ord- 
nance pamphlets and text books are consulted in the selec- 
tion of names, and, in cases where the names already as- 
signed are not appropriate, and where no names have been 
assigned, new names are given. Similar pieces in differ- 
ent mechanisms receive the same numbers and names. The 
work on sight telescopes and on nearly all breech and 
firing mechanism has. been completed. 
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The Small Arms Firing Regulations devote about 
three pages to the subject of gallery practice, and the 
instructions are based upon the presumption that the 
building and’ range for gallery practice is not over sixty 
feet long. As Madison Barracks has two shooting gal- 
leries. the smallest of which is longer than the maximum 
dimensions of the one described in Par. 69, 8.A.F. Regs., 
and further, as the 23d Infantrymen have the use of a 
gallery that is 375 feet long. and of proportionate width, 
new regulations involving the use of charges, cartridges 
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and ranges in excess of those named in Chapter ‘Le 
S.A.F.R., become necessary for the benefit of Madison 
Barracks and probably some other posts. Some of the 
modifications are suggested by a recent General Order 
emanating from Madison Barracks, relating to gallery 
practice. Applications have been made by many zealous 
company, troop and other commanders for copies of G.O., 
a 5, ¢.s., issued by Colonel Reade, of the 23d In- 
antry, 
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Some offense appears to have been given by an article 
entitled “The Board to Select Pistols,” which appeared in 
our issue of Jan. 12. An ordnance officer says concerning 
it: “So far as there is any point to this communication 
it seems to consist in an unkind fling at the Ordnance De- 
partinent,” based upon imaginary reasons. This we do 
not think could have been intended, as it would be wholly 
unjust. T he change in the board to select pistols to offi- 
cers of considerable rank was urged by the Ordnance De- : 
partment itself and had nothing to do with the interview 
with “the puissant one” referred to by our correspondent. 
Moreover, makers of pistols and revolvers had been noti- 
fied previously to the issue of the first order to prepare 
caliber .45 for trial. As we have previously stated, it will 
be the duty of the Springfield board to advise as to the 
adoption of an automatic pistol and the choice between 
38 and .45 caliber. . 
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There will be a practical demonstration of the Helion 
lamps, recently described here, before the various attachés 
of the embassies and legations at Washington in the De- 
partment of Physics, Phenix Laboratory, Fayerweather 
Building, Room 409, Columbia University, New York, 
next Tuesday, March 5, at 2 p.m. Recent experiences in 
battle have shown that the electric light systems of men- 
of-war and fortifications are almost useless for critical 
and lengthy periods; and have even placed men-of-war 
and torpedoboats hors de combat for some time, thus 
greatly impairing the hostile movement. It is claimed 
that these difficulties in battle now due to the delicate car- 
bon construction of the filament-vacuum lamp, are com- 
pletely met and overcome by the Helion non-vacuum lamp. 
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After discussing the Senate amendment for an hour the 
Hiouse members on Wednesday acceded to the demand of 
the upper House that the provision be inserted in the 
Army Appropriation bill giving retirement from active 
service, with the rank and retired pay of major general, 
to those officers who have an honorable record in the 
Regular or Volunteer forces of the U.S. during the Civil 
War, and who now hold and have held the rank of briga- 
dier general for the period of three years: Q.M. Gen. C. F. 
Humphrey, Surg. Gen. Robert M. O’Reilly, J.A. Gen. 
George B. Davis, Chief of Engrs. Alexander Mackenzie, 
and William S. McCaskey. Should liberal construction 
be made of the amendment it will also include William 
P. Hall, of the military secretary’s office. 
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George Alden Sanford, secretary of the Army branch 
of the Y.M.C.A., in an article in a pamphlet entitled ““The 
Soldier and the Bible,” says: “One of the lessons of the 
war with Spain to those who were seeking the betterment 
of the American soldier was that he wanted one book, the 
Bible. An officer of one of the regiments in the army of 
assault in Cuba in 1898 said: ‘Almost every soldier in 
my outfit carried with him either a New Testament or a 
Bible. As we fought up toward Santiago the trail of the 
Army was marked by the impedimenta which the soldiers 
threw away in that tropical July heat. First, utensils 
went; then clothing, for many of my men fought clad only 
in trousers and shoes; then food was cast away; but last 
of all, Bibles.’ ” ‘ 
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According to the “Military Surgeon” the subject chosen 
for the Enno Sanders Prize Essay for 1907 is: ‘What is 
the most effective organization of the American National 
Red Cross for War, and what should be its relations to 
the Medical Departments of the Army and Navy?” “This 
is a question, says our contemporary, “which has come 
up with every considerable conflict since the materializa- 
tion of the idea of M. Dunant. An immense amount of 
good has been accomplished by the organization, both in 
America and abroad, but its proper position has never 
been definitely settled in our own country. It is hoped 
that as a result of the essays submitted in this competi- 
tion its position may be clearly fixed for the future.”

Senator Perkins, of California, is quoted as saying in 
a letter to one of his constituents, Mr. Brice Grimes, of 
Los Angeles: “We have got to meet Japan some day and 
have it out with her.” Mr. Grimes had called the Sen- 
ator’s attention. to the unprotected condition of Pacific 
coast cities, and declared that war with Japan ultimately 
would be necessary. In his reply to Grimes, Senator Per- 
kins agreed with this, and then added: “Our greatest 
safety lies in an adequate navy. We are doing what we 
can to increase it, and I think the country is proud of 
what has been accomplished. As to the Pacific Ocean 
trade that is a question which we shall have to deal with. 
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The passage by the House on Feb. 25 of 8. 3638, 
granting to retired enlisted men of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps an allowance of $6.25 per month for com- 
mutation of quarters, will be generally recognized as one 
of the most commendable acts of the session. The men 
to whom it applies are comparatively few in number, 
many of them are old and of diminishing earning ca- 
pacity, and the allowance, while small in amount, will 
be most helpful. As the Senate has already passed this 
bill it now becomes a law. The enactment of this meas- 
ure was clearly foreshadowed by the ARMY AND Navy. 
JOURNAL many weeks ago.

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WOMAN’S ARMY AND NAVY LEAGUE. 


There was a large attendance at the meeting of the 
Woman’s Army and Navy League in Washington, D.C., 
Feb. 21, Mrs. Sternberg, the president, presiding. 

Much applause was elicited by the reading of a letter 
of Feb. 6 from President Roosevelt inclosing a check 
for $100 as a gift to the “Soldiers’, Sailors’ and Marines’ 
Club,” 317 C street, N.W. (owned and managed by the 
League). The President’s letter, which was addressed 
to the enlisted men who are members of this club, ended 
by saying: “There is no organization that I am more 
interested in than your club.” 

The secretary announced the names of the officers of 
the League elected at the January meeting as follows:

After favorable action on the usual number of requests 
from chaplains, including a piano for the naval station 
at Samoa, it was decided to give an entertainment for 
the benefit of the League on April 10 at Fort Myer, Va., 
permission for which had already been granted through 
the courtesy of Colonel Hatfield, the commanding officer. 

Committees were appointed to undertake the various 
preparations necessary for such an entertainment which 
will include a special drill in the drill hall and a vaude- 
ville in the administration building; refreshments will 
also form part of the program. Although knowing by 
experience how mich personal effort is necessary to make 
these fétes a success, the ladies present unhesitatingly 
promised their co-operation, and all felt confident that 
the public will respond liberally and make the féte on 
April 10 the usual financial success. The meeting closed 
by passing the following resolution, offered by Mrs. J. C. 
Kelton: 

“The members of the Woman's Army and Navy 
League, assembled at their monthly meeting, this 21st 
day of February, 1907, desire to express to the members 
of the Women’s Army and Navy Canteen Club, recently 
organized in this city, their hearty approval of the object 
of their organization, wishing them success in their ef- 
fort to restore through Congress the canteen feature of 
the post exchange, thereby extending to the enlisted men 
the right and freedom of partaking of good beer and 
light wines at Army posts and camps and therefore under 
military restricton, not forcing them to go outside of 
the Government reservations to saloons which often 
prove stepping stones to resorts that cause their downfall. 
We recognize that the earnest and patriotic women who 
have started this new club with the intention of or- 
ganizing similar ones in other cities with the object of 
explaining to the constituents of members of Congress 
that the canteen is a temperance measure are working 
for men and not for theories.” 

Mrs. J. Walter Mitchell, secretary and originator of 
the Canteen Club, being present, accepted these resolu- 
tions in the name of her co-laborers, and briefly ex- 
plained the plans of her organization; she also stated 
that a change of name of her club was contemplated, as 
the present name conflicted somewhat with the Woman’s 
Army and Navy League, and also is misleading as to its 
purpose, which is solely in the interest of temperance. 





RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Rear Admiral Joseph E. Craig, U.S.N., who was re- 
tired for age on Feb. 24, 1907, is a native of New York, 
and was appointed an acting midshipman at the Naval 
Academy Nov. 29, 1861, his title being changed to that 
of midshipman in July, 1862. After graduating in 1865 
he was assigned to the Monongahela of the West Indian 
Squadron, He was promoted ensign in December, 1866, 
master in 1868, lieutenant in 1869, lieutenant commander 
in 1885, commander in 1890, captain in 1900, and rear 
admiral in 1904. Among other duties he was on the 
Portsmouth of the South Atlantic Fleet, remaining on 
that vessel until the fall of 1871. He was on duty at 
the Naval Academy from December, 1871, until June, 
1874, and then for a year was on the Narragansett, on 
special duty as astronomer for the North Pacifie Survey. 
From 1878 until 1881 he was on the Alaska on the 
Pacific Station, returning to the Naval Academy in June 
1881, where he stayed until 1885. During the Spanish: 
American War he was on duty in Washington as hydro- 
grapher for the Bureau of Navigation. Rear Admiral 
Craig has also served on the Palos, Vandalia, Concord 
and Albany. His last assignment to duty was as com- 
mandant of the navy yard at League Island. 


Brig. Gen. Stephen P. Jocelyn, U.S.A., was retired 
for age on March 1, 1907, after a most creditable record 
of active service. He was born in Vermont, March 1, 
1843, and entered the military service as a private in 
the 6th Vermont Volunteers Aug. 22, 1863, serving there- 
in until July 6, 1864. He was appointed first lieutenant of 
the 115th U.S. Colored Infantry Aug. 1, 1864, and was 
honorably mustered out Feb, 10, 1866. While serving 
in the latter regiment he went to the southwestern part 
of Kentucky, being engaged against guerillas, in con- 
ducting prisoners to Johnsons Island and Camp Chase 
Ohio. He was also military superintendent of the 
Louisville and Lexington Railroad in December, 1864. 
From January until May, 1865, he was in the 25th 
Corps, Army of the James, taking part in the operations 
before Richmond and in the occupation of that city 
General Jocelyn was appointed a second lieutenant in 
the 6th U.S. Infantry Feb. 23, 1866, was promoted first 
lieutenant’ in July, 1866, and was honorably mustered 
out of the Service Jan. 1, 1871. He was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the 21st Infantry March 9, 1871 
and was promoted first. lieutenant in 1873 with rank 
from 1866, and captain May 19, 1874. Part of his long 
service was on the Western frontier, serving in the De- 
partments of the Columbia and Platte, where he saw a 
good deal of fighting against the Bannock, Piute 
Apache, Nez Percé, Modoc, Sioux and Cheyenne In- 
dians. In 1869 he was in Arizona, and then until 1877 
he was in Washington Territory, Oregon and Idaho. In 
June, 1877, he was with his regiment in the field against 


the Nez Percés in Idaho, being in command of Co. B, 
of the 2ist Infantry, part of a battalion, commanded 
by Brig. Gen. Evan Miles, retired, then a captain in the 
2ist Infantry. The battalion was engaged in action on 
July 11 and 12 at the Clearwater river. After a hard 
fight the Indians were driven from their position with a 
heavy loss and were compelled to abandon their camp. 
They were pursued nearly to the Canadian border, where 
they surrendered to a command under Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles. For his conspicuous gallantry in that action 
General Jocelyn received the brevet of major Feb. 27, 
1890. During five months of 1877 the battalion marched 
1,632 miles. After a service of over twenty-six years 
with the 21st Infantry he was promoted to major, 19th 
Infantry, in 1897; lieutenant colonel, 14th Infantry, in 
1901, and brigadier general June 16, 1906. His last duty 
was in command of the Department of the Columbia. 

First Lieut. Robert F. Jackson, 10th U.S. Cav., re- 
tired from active service on Feb. 21 on account of dis- 
ability incident thereto, was born in Connecticut Dec. 
18, 1877. He entered West Point June 15, 1896, and 
was graduated in June, 1900. Assigned to the Cavalry 
arm, he has served with the 3d, 5th and 10th Regiments. 
He reached the grade of first lieutenant in February, 

Capt. Benjamin F. Tilley, U.S.N., promoted rear ad- 
miral from Feb. 24, is a native of Rhode Island, and a 
graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy of the class of 
1867. Among other duties he has served on the Frank- 
lin, Frolic, Lancaster, Pensacola, New Hampshire, 
Hartford, Powhatan, Standish, Tennessee, San Fran- 
cisco, Newport, Abarenda and Mohican. He has also 
performed duty at the Naval Academy, Norfolk, Va., 
and was commandant of the naval Station at Tutuila, 
Samoa, from 1899 to 1901.

Dept., U.S.A., with her daughter, Miss Marion 
Allison, and her mother, Mrs. ‘J. W. Whalley, who sailed 
on Feb. 2 from Boston, landed Feb. 16 at Naples. The 
little party expect to stay in Italy until the approach of 
warm weather, when they will make their way leisurely 
through France, Switzerland, Germany, Belgium and the 
Netherlands, to England. There they will spend some time 
among the members of the Whalley family, Mrs. Allison’s 
father having been of English birth and parentage. While 
in England they will make a pilgrimage to the ruins of 
Whalley abbey, erected during the eleventh and twelfth 
centuries, and whose walls, bearing the ancient coat of 
arms of the family, are still in an excellent state of pres- 
ervation, The abbey was built in memory of one Philip 
Whalley, a missionary from Ireland, who bore the gospel 
of Christianity into Wales long before the Norman con- 
quest. It stands in the parish of Whalley in Lancashire, 
and is considered one of the most noted ecclesiastical land- 
marks of that historic and picturesque region. The “His- 
tory of Whalley” in the possession of the family shows an 
unbroken line of ancestry from the ninth century to the 
present day.

LOCATION OF WILKES BOOTH’S BODY. 


Omaha, Neb., Feb. 26, 1907. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have just read the article by Olive Ennis Hite in the 
JOURNAL of Feb. 23, 1907, accounting for the disposition 
of the body of John Wilkes Booth. The article is well writ- 
ten and quite dramatic, but not true. 

It was on a fine summer day in 1868 I was a corporal 
in the Ordnance Corps on duty at the Washington Ar- 
senal, Green Leaf Point, Washington City, D.C., and was 
corporal of the guard that day when a closed carriage 
with a lady and two gentlemen in it drove up to the guard 
house. The carriage was followed by an undertaker’s 
wagon. One of the gentlemen asked for the commanding, 
officer, and after seeing the latter the carriage and under- 
taker’s wagon drove to the entrance of storeroom No. 2. 
A detachment of ordnance men armed with a crowbar, 
pick and spade reported for duty in the storeroom and af-

‘ter removing & large pile of heavy oak timber, which was 
on hand for making. gun carriages, the large’ stone sla})s 
in the northwest corner of the storeroom were removed 
and a grave opened, and the body therein pronounced th:t 
of John Wilkes Booth, it being fully identified: by: tiie 
Baltimore dentist who filled Booth’s teeth in.life. 

The body was delivered to Booth’s friends in compliance 
with an order from the War Department with the proviso 
that his friends would not rear a monument or headstone 
over his grave. John Wilkes Booth’s body is now. at rest 
in the Booth family lot in one of the Baltimore ceme- 
teries.

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ARMY COURT MARTIAL CASES. _ 


We observe that the daily papers report that. the court- 
martial in the case of Capt. Lewis M. Koehler, 4th Cay, 
has found a verdict of ‘guilty, and sentenced Captain 
Koehler to dismissal. This is an unwarranted inference 


from the fact that the proceedings in the. case have been 
sent to Washington for review. As the court was ordered 
from Washington, its proceedings would be sent there for 
review whatever the finding might be. The charges would 
hardly warrant so severe a sentence, even in. the: case of 
a verdict of guilty, and the sympathy with Captain 
Koehler is so strong among his brother officers. in. the 
Philippines that an acquittal is much more in the order 
of probabilities than so severe a sentence as that re- 
ported, 

President Roosevelt has. approved the sentence of 
court-martial in the case of 2d Lieut. John 8. Hamilton, 
12th U.S. Inf., recently tried by court-martial at Fort 
Jay, N.Y. He was tried upon charges of conduct wn- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman, embezzlement of 
public funds, disobedience of orders. and desertion. ‘Tie 
court found him guilty of all the charges and specifica- 
tions and sentenced him to be dismissed and to be con- 
fined at hard labor for one year and six months. The 
proceedings of the trial were exhaustively reviewed by 
the Judge Advocate General, the Chief of Staff, and tise 
Secretary of War, all of whom held that the sentence 
was justified by the evidence and recommended that it 
be confirmed. 

Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., commanding the Depart- 
ment of Mindanao, in reviewing the proceedings of tlie 
G.C.M. in the case of Lieut, William F. Simpson, 6th 
U.S. Inf., makes some interesting and instructive comn- 
ment, and also criticises the court for its finding. The 
=~ Tepes in the case will be found under our Army 
head. 

An interesting G.C.-M. case, in which an enlisted man 
refused to obey an unlawful order and was upheld by thie 
court for so doing, was recently tried at the Post of Joio, 
in the Philippines. The case was that of Pvt. George I, 
Calkins, Co. B, 2d Inf., tried and found not guilty of dis. 
obedience of orders, in violation of 21st Article of War. 
General Bliss commanding the Department of Mindanao, 
in reviewing the proceedings of the case, says: “The evi- 
dence shows that the accused was duly detailed on special 
duty in the quartermaster’s department, as driver of the 
Dougherty wagon running between Jolo and Asturias 
Barracks; that upon reporting for instructions to the 
quartermaster, pursuant to said detail, Private Calkins 
was given a written schedule in the form of an order of 
the commanding officer of the Post of Jolo, and was in- 
structed by the quartermaster in person ‘that’the trips of 
the Dougherty wagon ordered in that schedule were or- 
dered by the commanding officer, that no extra trips were 
to be made, and that he was to take orders for no other 
trips whatsoever except they came from the commanding 
officer, quartermaster, or corral boss; that notwithstand- 
ing these orders and instructions the accused was ordered 
by Capt. H. J. Price, 20th Inf., to make a trip with the 
said Dougherty wagon from the club at Jolo to Asturias 
Barracks, other than those specified in the written schedule. 
It further appears, from the evidence, that Captain Price 
had not been authorized by the post commander or the 
quartermaster to interfere with the written schedule as or- 
dered by the commanding officer or to give the accused 
any orders whatsoever conflicting with the orders and in- 
structions of the commanding officer and quartermaster. 
It is for disobeying this order of Captain Price’s that the 
accused has been brought to trial for violation of the 21st 
Article of War. Captain Price’s orders, given without 
authority. and conflicting with the orders of the post com- 
mander, were manifestly unlawful, and the accused was 
fully justified in disregarding the same. And it appears, 
from a careful consideration of the whole ease, that a 
great injustice has been done the accused in bringing him 
to trial for an offense, the investigation of which should 
have disclosed the fact that no trial was warranted. Sub- 
ject to the foregoing remarks, the proceedings, findings 
and acquittal are approved. Orders have heretofore been 
issued releasing Private Calkins from confinement ani re- 
storing him to duty.” 

Major General Weston, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of Luzon, in reviewing the proceedings in the 
case of Pvt. Harry Hartley, Co. L, 16th Inf., found guiity 
by G.C.-M. of drunkenness on guard and breach of ar- 
rest, and who was sentenced to be confined ‘at Hard labor 
for three months, and to forfeit ten dollars per month for 
the same period, says: “The accused was charged with 
drunkenness on guard, in violation of the 62d Article of 
War. It appears from the undisputed testimony of the 
sergeant of the guard, that pursuant to a custom, which 
was apparently not authorized by the C.O., the accused 
on coming off post at 6:45 a.m., was relieved by the ser- 
geant of the guard, from duty as a member of the guard. 
At the time he was relieved, the accused was sober, and 
not until after having been so relieved, did he become 
drunk. While drunkenness under such circumstances 18 
an offense, it does not possess those elements that make 
drunkenness on guard, one of the most serious of military 
offenses; he finding of guilty of drunkenness on guard 
is therefore disapproved. So much of the sentence as im- 
poses confinement at hard labor for one month and for- 
feiture of ten dollars, is approved.”

The Ordnance Board, U.S. Army, have completed 
for the Board of Ordnance and Fortification the pre- 
scribed excessive pressure tests of the Crozier and Brown 
wire-wound guns. A comparison of the results is as 
follows: Ten rounds were fired from each of these gun 
with pressures running from 48,815 pounds to 63.41) 
pounds in the Brown gun, and from 49,600 pounds 4 
61,630 pounds in the Crozier gun, An effort was mace 
to obtain identical pressures in the two guns, but this 
is always difficult. The average pressure for the ten 
rounds in the Brown gun was 54,662, and the averare 
pressure for the ten rounds in the Crozier gun wi 
55.489. The maximum velocity obtained with the Brow : 
gun was 3,740 feet per second; that in the Crozier g' 
was 3,866 feet per second, 
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ARMY’APPROPRIATION BILL PASSED. 


The struggle between the two Houses of Congress 
over the Army Appropriation bill was settled on Thurs- 
day by the yielding of the Senate to the insistence of 
the House that there should be stricken from the bill the 
proviso authorizing the placing on the retired list of the 
Army as first lieutenant of any paymaster’s clerk after 
thirty-five years’ service. This was for the particular 
pevefit of Ernest R. Mears, now stationed at Fort Leav- 
enworth, who has been a paymaster’s clerk for thirty- 
eight years, The Senate insisted through two conferences 
on this amendment. Then when Mr. Hull informed the 
House of the: result of the second conference, Mr. Payne, 
the Republican floor leader, rose in his wrath. He said 
it was an outrage to place this man on the retired list, 
apa it would never be done with his consent. On a mo- 
tion for the House not to recede and not to send the mat- 
ter back to conference, a rising vote was demanded. Every 
member on the floor arose. The Speaker went through 
the form of counting “by blocks of ten,” and announced 
amid applause 241 in favor of the motion and none op- 
pose! to it. In the afternoon the announcement was 
mude to thé’ House that the Senate had receded. This 
brought both Houses together on the Army Appropria- 
tion bill and insured its becoming a law. 

There was a difficulty also over this proviso in the bill: 
“Provided, That officers who served creditably in the 
Regular or Volunteer forces during the Civil War prior 
to April 9, 1865, and who now hold the rank of briga- 
dier general on the active list of the Army, having pre- 
yiously -held that rank for three years or more, shall, 
when retired from active service, have the rank and re- 
tired pay of major general.” 

An attempt was made to exclude Brig. Gen. William 
P, Hall from the benefit of the proviso by inserting in it 
the words “‘otherwise than as a cadet at the Military 
Academy at West Point,’ General Hall having entered 
the Academy in September, 1864, and not being gradu- 
ated until June 15, 1868, three years after the close of 
the Civil War. Mr. Prince said: “Secretary Root, one 
of the ablest Secretaries of War that this country has 
ever had, the equal, if not the superior, of the great 
war secretary, Edwin M. Stanton, answered in these 
words: ‘It is not in human nature that the men in each 
permanent staff corps should not regard their own work 
and their own powers as being of the greatest importance. 
They are all here in Washington, they are all in immedi- 
ate contact with Senators and members of the House, 
with members of the Cabinet, and with the President. 
Year by year, little by little, a line here in this law and 
a paragraph there in that law, and the powers of these 
staff officers are built up.’ The law of Feb. 23, 1904, 
made it applicable to those below the rank of brigadier 
general. The provision here, as stated by the Secretary 
of War, a line here and a line there, provides that above 
the rank of brigadier general they shall be retired as 
major generals. A line here and a line there changes a@ 
West Point cadet and makes him a distinguished soldier 
in the war between the North and the South from 1861 
to 1865. * I say such legislation as this is de- 
moralizing to the Army. [I say it is unjust that one man 
out of 3,700 shall be selected for Civil War services 
rendered as a cadet, immune from all danger, and made 
a major general and be given the pay that goes. with 
that rank,’ 

In defense of General Hall Mr. Hay said: “He is a 
medal of honor man, and a medal of honor is much 
harder to obtain than the Victoria Cross of England or 
the Iron Cross of Germany. In an army of 66,000 men 
there are only sixty-four men to-day who hold a medal 
of honor, and this man, after his graduation at West 
Point, served for twenty-three years west of the Mis- 
souri river without a single billet to the eastward of that 
stream. He obtained that medal of honor by courage, 
self-sacrifice and devotion in action, the only way that 
he could ever obtain it. He is not a carpet knight for 
whom this is asked, and he is a man who by service in 
the Army is entitled to receive it. He is the only man 
that = be affected by it. No other man in the Army 
can be.” . 

Mr. Keifer said: “I am satisfied with the proviso 
without amendment. I am satisfied it will recognize some 
of the best officers of the Army, who not only performed 
their duty, some of them beginning as private soldiers in 
the Army, some connected with the Medical Department, 
as acting medical cadets, some with the Hospital Depart- 
ment, and all along the line, who up to the present day 
have fulfilled their highest duty as great soldiers or offi- 
cers in this. country.” 

The amendment of Mr.- Prince was rejected and the 
proviso inserted in the bill by the Senate was adopted. 
rhe other amendments introduced into the bill by the Sen- 
ate end accepted by the House so that they become law 

re these: 

Changing the name of the Military Secretary’s Depart- 
ment to that of Adjutant General’s Department, 

Providing for assignment of pay accounts by com- 
missioned Officers, 

Giving to. officers and men the status of public duty 
while detailed at the Jamestown Exposition. 

Providing for the detail, with the rank of major, of a 
principal assistant to the Chief of the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs and applying to him the present law relating to 
transfers of line officers to and from the staff for tours 
of service, 

Providing for the promotion to lieutenant colonel when 
a vacancy occurs of the officer now holding a permanent 
appointment as major in the Military Secretary’s De- 
partment. 

Providing for laundries at military posts and for 
furnishing quarters of officers and men with necessary 
light at Government expense, and such heavy permanent 
furniture for officers’ quarters as the Secretary of War 
may approve of. 

Authorizing the use of Government transports by mem- 
bers of Congress and other officers of the Government 
while traveling on official business and the carriage of 
general passengers on the transports to Guam. 
piazies the time when leaves of absence from the

The appropriations are increased to provide for the 
new Artillerymen .and $190,000 is provided from the 
receipts of the Washington-Alaska military and _ tele- 
graph system for its extension and betterment. There 
are seven clerical changes in the bill as it passed the 
House, and some increase in appropriations. In the 
sentence, “For additional ten per centum increase in 
pay of commissioned officers serving beyond the limits of 
the States,” the word italicized is stricken out. The 
appropriations for monuments added by the Senate also 
go out. 

The Service schools get an increase to $25,000, the ap- 
propriation for master electricians is stricken out, they 
heing provided for in the Artillery bill. : For the payment 
of 256 claims for damages from the Army, $35,271.10 is 
provided, Extra duty pay for Army service men at West 
Point is forbidden and Fort Leavenworth prison is de- 
prived of the chaplain asked for. Seacoast artillery are 
excluded from the appropriation for barracks and quar- 
ters. A purchase of land adjoining Fort Taylor is au- 
thorized and the Florida East Coast Railroad is author- 
ized to construct an embankment at Key West. The ap- 
propriation for repairs at Fort Matanzas is stricken out 
and the appropriation for engineer equipment of troops is 
limited to $40,000. 

The Ordnance Department is to be allowed to manu- 
facture but not to purchase ammunition.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The principal difficulty between the two houses of Con- 
gress in settling the terms of the Naval Appropriation bill 
has been over the appropriation of $50,000 for the main- 
tenance of Port Royal as a naval training station. The 
Senate inserted the appropriation and in the House Mr. 
Patterson, of South Carolina, said: ‘The Navy Depart- 


ment has time and again requested that this small appro- 
priation be made in order that this station may be util- 
ized as a naval training station in connection with the 
naval training station at Newport, R.I. The appropria- 
tion asked for is much smaller than was asked for a year 
ago. Last year they asked for $96,000. This year they 
only ask for $50,000. This $50,000 will protect and care 
for this valuable property owned by the Government, 
which cost more than $1,000,000. Several naval boards 
have had this matter under consideration on several occa- 
sions, and their reports have always been most favorable 
. ~ establishment of a naval training station at Port 
toyal.’ 

But the House, under the lead of Mr. Foss, chairman 
of the Naval Committee, insisted upon rejecting the Sen- 
ate amendment on the ground that it had been understood 
that the Port Royal station was to be closed, it being only 
fifty miles from the new navy yard at Charleston. 

The amendments agreed upon by the two houses are as 
follows: 

Providing that the Secretary of the Navy shall hereaf- 
ter report to Congress at.the commencement of each regu- 
uar session the number of vessels and their names upon 
which any repairs or changes are proposed which in any 
case shall amount to more than $200,000, the extent of 
such proposed repairs or changes; and the amounts esti- 
mated to be needed for the same in each vessel; and ex- 
penditures for such repairs or changes so limited shall be 
made only after appropriations in detail are provided for 
by Congress, as proposed by the Senate. 

Providing at the Naval Academy for one bandmaster, 
at $1,200; 21 first-class musicians, at $420 each, and 7 
second-class musicians, at $360 each. 

Providing for seven brigadier generals and two colonels 
on the retired list, instead of six brigadier generals and 
three colonels under Marine Corps, 

Changing the appropriation for submarines so as to in- 
clude subsurface boats and adding: 

“No part of this appropriation to be expended for any 
boat that does not in such test prove to be equal, in the 
judgment of the Secretary of the Navy, to the best boat 
now owned by the United States or under contract there- 
for; and no penalties under this limitation shall be im- 
posed by reason of any delay in the delivery of said boat 
due to the submission or participation in the comparative 
trials aforesaid.” 

The appropriation for reserve ammunition is fixed at 
$4,000,000, that for coal at $4,150,000, and that for ar- 
mor and armament at $10,000,000. The total for increase 
of the Navy is $23,713,915. The Senate wanted $2,- 
000,000 more than this and the House $1,000,000 less. 

Two copyists are provided for the War College; Ports- 
mouth Yard gets a pattern shop and a track for a crane, 
but loses $15,000 for a coaling plant; New York Yard 
gets $21,000 more, for its railroad system, sewers and 
drains and a cement storehouse. A central power plant 
is provided for Norfolk, sidewalks outside station wall at 
Key West, a central light and power plant at Mare Isl- 
and and $200,000 is added for hurricane repairs at Pen- 
sacola. For the erection of an addition to the hospital at 
Washington, D.C., $60,000 is provided. The amount al- 
lowed for repairs on other than wooden ships is increased 
to 20 per cent. of the cost. A clerk is provided for each 
assistant paymaster at $1,400 salary.

Major Charles Harkins, U.S.A., retired, has published 
a brief treatise on the “Japanese Question,” in which, in 
reply to many requests for his views on the matter, he 


expresses the opinion that in the event of war between 
Japan and the United States the results for the first six 
months or perhaps longer would be disastrous to Ameri- 
can interests. Japan’s first move, he concluded, would 
be to send a large fleet and army to the Philippines. Her 
superiority would be so great in both branches of the ser- 
vice, that she could easily overcome the small force that 
we would have there to oppose her. She would then seize 
and occupy the islands on which she has been casting 
longing, covetous eyes for many years. Her next moye 
would be to seize the Hawaiian Islands, and use them as 
a base of operations. Then our whole Pacific coast would 
be completely at her mercy. The injury ‘that she could 
inflict on us before we could concentrate a fleet and army 
to meet her on anything like equal terms, would be enor- 
mous, Major Harkins is of the opinion that China would 
join with Japan in war against the United States. He 
declares that the defenses of San Francisco are vulnera- 
ble and that an invading army could land at Half Moon 
Bay under the protection of the guns of the Japanese fieet 
and after a march of thirty miles could capture the city 
from the rear, “The first step in preparing to meet that 








possibility,” says Major Harkins, “should be the fortifi- 
cation of the Farallone Islands, and placing on the islands 
a strong garrison with guns of the largest caliber and 
longest range. Second, to construct and have in readi- 
ness, a number of semi-submerged heavily armored, turtle- 
back torpedoboats. A number of vessels: of this ‘type, if 
properly constructed and skillfully hahdiled, ‘Tl am 
convinced, cope with and defeat a fleetof the: most’ for-

COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER. 
G.O. 53, DEC. 28, 1906, DEPT. OF MINDANAO. 

Before a G.C.M. at. the post of Zamboanga, Mindanao, P.I., 
of which Col. Francis W. Mansfield, 2d Inf., was president, 
and Capt. Charles S. Lincoln, 2d Inf., was judge advocate, was 
arraigned and tried 2d Lieut. William F. L. Simpson, 6th U.S. 
Inf. Charge: ‘‘Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline in violation of the 62d Article of War.’’ 
The specification alleged that Lieutenant Simpson, while under 
the influence of liquor, and in his uniform as an officer of the 
Army, did visit the city of Zamboanga about Sept. 26, 1906, 
and entered the public theater there, and during a public 
performance went upon the stage and created a disturbance 
and breach of the peace, to the scandal and disgrace of the 
military service of the United States. ; 

The accused pleaded ‘‘not guilty’’ to the specification and 
to the charge. 

Finding: Of the specification, Guilty, except the words, ‘‘Did 
ereate then and there a disturbance, and a breach of peace to 
the scandal and disgrace of ‘the military service of the United 
States,’” substituting therefor the words, ‘‘Make himself con- 
spicuous during a disturbance.’’ Of the excepted words, ‘‘Not 
guilty,’’ and of the substituted words, ‘‘Guilty.’’ 

Of the charge, ‘‘Guilty.’’ 

The court sentenced him to be reprimanded by the reviewing 
authority. 

General Bliss, in reviewing the proceedings, says: 

“*In the foregoing case of 2d Lieut. William F. L. Simp- 
son, 6th U.S. Inf., the court has found the accused guilty 
of conduct to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline, as evidenced by him entering a public theater in 
the city of Zamboanga, while under the influence of liquor, 
and in his uniform as an officer of the Army, and, while there 
in this condition, going upon the stage of the theater during 
a public performance. The court acquits him of creating a 
disturbance and breach of the peace, ‘to the scandal and dis- 
grace of the military service of the United States.’ 

‘*The evidence shows that the accused, together with a 
companion, went upon the stage without -permission, and so 
conducted themselves while there that the services of the 
municipal police were necessary to secure their withdrawal. 
The court seems to have believed that a breach of the peace 
must be attended by acts of more or less violence, resulting in 
public disorder. If so, it was manifestly in error. The acts 
complained of and established in evidence clearly constitute 
‘an act of public indecorum,’ and ‘an act of public indecorum 
is a breach of the peace.’ (Bouvier’s Law Dictionary, page 
262 and Vol. 4, American and English Enc. of Law 902.) 

‘“‘The Department commander regrets that any body of of- 
ficers should formally declare that the acts found by them to 
have been committed in this case do not constitute a ‘scandal 
and disgrace of the military service.’ Notwithstanding this 
view of the court, the Department commander believes that 
such acts do nothing-but degrade in public esteem the military 
profession, whose fair fame should be the most cherished 
object of all of us, and of which we should each be the jealous 
guardian. It is hoped that no such conduct can again be 
charged against an officer serving in this Department, where 
every one who wears the uniform of the United States Army 
should feel in an especial degree that any act which tarnishes 
his. own reputation as an officer and a gentleman equally 
tarnishes that of his country. 

“Subject to the foregoing remarks, the publication of which 
is to be considered an execution of the sentence of the court, 
the proceedings, findings, and sentence are approved. Orders 
have heretofore been issued releasing Lieutenant Simpson from 
arrest and restoring him to duty."’

REASONS FOR INCREASED PAY. . " 

While there is no likelihood of any legislation by the 
expiring Congress to increase the pay of the Army, the 
subject has been so thoroughly discussed that it is hoped 
that such a measure can be enacted by the new Congress, 
which meets in its first regular session~in December next. 
The reasons for a modest increase are both numerous 
and forcitle, one of the strongest being the great increase 
in living expenses, and in what might be called. the fixed 
charges of the soldier. ‘Fake the matter of unifotm, for 
example. A uniform that cost $42 in 1873 now costs $67. 
The cost of other necessary articles has-risen in propor- 
tion. Formerly an officer used one uniform for all pur- 
poses, and it had to be renewed only once a year. At the 
present time an officer has to renew his Service uniform 
on an average once a year, but it does not cost as much 
as the dress and full-dress uniforms do. The full-dress 
uniform will last with a careful man much'longer. If a 
man wants to be particularly careful in dress, he has” to 
renew his nice uniforms more frequently. Some interest- 
ing light on the question of pay was given by Brigadier 
General Bell, Chief of the General Staff, at a recent 
hearing before the House Committee on Military Affairs. 
In reply to an inquiry as to whether all the uniforms 
prescribed in orders are required, he said: 

“I know of no place where those uniforms are absolute- 
ly required, but they are comfortable substitutes for un- 
comfortable uniforms. You are permitted to wear that 
uniform, for iustance, on occasions where you would oth- 
erwise be required to wear a full dress uniform and that 
uniform is much more comfortable than the full dress. I 
believe that I am conservative in stating that if the pro- 
vision for retirement did not exist there would not be one 
graduate in twenty from West Point who would want to 
remain in the Army. He would rather go out. There 
would certainly not be one man in five who enters the 
Service from the ranks or from civil life who would -try 
to enter it. Lam frequently appealed to by young friends 
to know whether I would advise them to enter the Army 
as a career. I always reply if you can be content with a 
moderate salary, just a bare competence, all your life and 
an opportunity to lead a respectable existence, the Army 
is a good place for you if you want to be a good soldier, 
have a taste for it. But if you want to make anything 
or accumulate anything for your children or to retire in 
your old age, you can not do it in the Army. The retired 
pay is just a bare living with economy, as everyone knows. 
As your pay progresses on the active list your expenses 
progress, your necessities progress and you ean save noth- 
ing. Our system of government is influenced by the the- 
ory that our laboring men have greater necessities than 
other laboring men have, because their rates of compen- 
sation are higher. That is an absolutely true theory and 
principle. When an officer goes out, is retired, his pay is 
reduced just one-fourth, and his method of living must be 
accordingly modified.” 

Mr. Prince suggested that it might be well to increase 
the pay of officers on the active list and that of the enlist- 
ed men and cut the pay of the retired list one-half. 
Against this General Bell strongly protested so far as con- 
cerns the retired list. Mr. Holliday asked if an increase 
in the pay of the officers would result in getting a better 
class of men than is now in the Army? General Bell an- 
swered: “I can not say that it would, but it certainly 
would result in keeping that class of officers in the Army. 
Since I have been in the Army I have never known a 
more zealous, better instructed and more able and admira- 
ble corps of officers than those in the Army now. I think 
we have, taking them all the way through, the highest 
standard of Army officers of any army in the world.” 

Capt. Johnson Hagood, Art. Corps, U.S.A., who ap- 
peared with General Bell, presented tables showing the 
cost of subsistence stores at Washington Barracks, and 
the prices of similar articles elsewhere. Commenting on 
living expenses in the Army, Captain Hagood said: 

“I believe that I can say without fear of contradiction 
that 15 per cent. of the junior officers of the Army are 
either living beyond their means and are head over heels 
im debt, or are receiving some income from outside sources. 
At some of the more expensive posts, West Point for in- 
stance, I feel justified in asserting that there is not one 
married lieutenant who lives on his pay. During the last 
year I was on duty there between twenty and thirty offi- 
cers declined details there or requested to be relieved from 
duty there on account of the prohibitive expense of living. 
I could give individual cases with details, if it were prop- 
er, where officers of junior rank lived as much as $1,000 a 
year beyond their means. There is an inferior limit in 
the social scale below which, if an officer falls, he. will 
bring the Service in disrepute, and which he must main- 
tain, else he and his family be so constantly mortified 
and ashamed that he can not remain in the Service. Now, 
when salaries were fixed in 1870, they were sufficient for 
officers to maintain that standard. Since that time, how- 
ever, the cost of necessities and the demands of modern 
living have so advanced that it is to-day impossible for the 
junior officers to keep their heads above the rising tide, 
and officers of every grade find life a constant struggle to 
maintain their relative standards with a constantly de- 
creasing income.”

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DEFENSE OF GRAFTON AND THE ARMY. 

Rarely, if ever, in time of peace, has there been a 
finer manifestation of the enlightened sentiment which 
holds the Army together in the bonds of a common 
brotherhood than is presented in the solid growth of 
the Grafton Defense Fund. This fund, of which the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL is proud to act as custodian, 
now amounts to upwards of $2,300, and is made up 
of voluntary contributions from members representing 
all grades of the Service, from general officers down to 
enlisted men. The number and amount of these contri 
butions show that the case of Private Grafton has 
aroused the deepest sympathies of the Army, and that 
the decree of the United States Supreme Court o1 
Grafton’s appeal from the courts of the Philippines has 
become a matter of real concern to all members of the 
nnilitary service. ‘The contributions already received—- 
and noted elsewhere in these columns—warrant the be 
lief that the fund will be ample to defray all the ex 
penses of the appeal and to safeguard Grafton’s interesis 
in all proper ways. The question involved in this case 
is one of constitutional authority and has a vital bear- 
ing upon the welfare of the Army. All that the Army 
asks is that the issue shall be decided upon its merits 
and ‘in accordance with the principles ‘and precedents 
which have thus far regulated military service under the 
Constitution. The raising of the Grafton Fund is in 
no sense a charity undertaking on the part of the Army, 
but simply a common effort for common defense in 
which the interest of one is the interest of all. This 
spirit is unmistakably shown in the expressions we have 
quoted from Jetters accompanying some of the contribu- 
tions, and this spirit, we repeat, is an unmistakable 
token of the fraternal character of the Service. It is 
gratifying, however, to observe that this important case 
is attracting increased attention from the public press 
and from persons of distinction in civil life. One of the 
latter, Hon. John 8. Wise, of New York, a former Vir- 
ginian, who served in the Confederate army, speaking of 
the Grafton case at a banquet of the Massachusetts 
Club in Boston on the evening of Feb. 23, said: “To- 
day we are confronted with a singular instance. A 
soldier of the United States, enlisted in the United 
States, is carried by the United States to the Philippiie 
Islands. He is placed on guard in an outpost, and :t- 
tacked by two natives with deadly weapons. He kills 
them in defending his own life. He is tried by a civil 
tribunal, a something-nothing, a nondescript subterfuxe, 
He is sent to prison for twelve years. It is a plain 
denial of his constitutional guarantee.” 

The money contributed is deposited in the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company of New York, where it will draw 
interest at the rate of 3 per cent. until used.

The court erred in holding that the de- 
fendant, though an enlisted man of the Army of the 
United States, and being at the time of the alleged offense 
in the Philippine Islands by virtue of military orders, 
could be tried by the civil courts of the Philippine Isl- 
ands, without a jury, notwithstanding the guaranties pro- 
vided by Section 2, Article III., and Articles V. and VI. 
of the Amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States of America. III. The court erred in holding that 
the civil courts of the Philippine Islands have jurisdic- 
tion to try a Soldier of the United States for an act done 
in the performance of military duty imposed under the 
Constitution and laws of the United States. IV. The 
court erred in holding that the act of the defendant, com- 
mitted without malice and in the honest and reasonable 
belief that he was performing his duty, constituted an in- 
fraction of Article 404 of the Penal Code of the Philip- 
pine Islands, and the crime of homicide.” 

It will be observed that the determination of these ques- 
tions is of vital importance not only to Grafton, but to 
the Army as a whole and to every officer and man in it. 
As we understand the interpretation of the law by the 
War Department it is that everyone who enters the Army 
is charged with knowledge of the fact that his constitu- 
tional right of trial by jury does not extend to the Phil- 
ippines and that the Department assumes no responsibil- 
ity for his defense in case he comes in conflict with the 
civil authorities there. This view of the law apparently 
explains the unwillingness of the War Department to un- 
dertake the defense of Grafton. We are not able to un- 
derstand how a person who was in the Army at the time 
we took the Philippines could have been charged with 
notice of the extra territorial and extra constitutional leg- 
islation which makes him responsible to an alien court for 
acts done against aliens in his capacity as a soldier under 
the orders of the President. Heretofore in the history of 
the United States when our soldiers have been sent into 
foreign territory it has been in the capacity of enemies 
and they have been received as such and their protec- 
iion has been under the military law. Now, as would ap- 
pear, they are outside the protection of both civil and mil- 
itary law as civil law is understood in the United States, 
and are to be subjected to the mercy of courts composed 
in part of those who are little if any different from an 
alicn enemy in their relations to the American soldier. 
!f our soldiers were in China they would have the pro- 
tection of the consular court even in case of an act for 
which they could rightfully claim no protection from the 
military authorities. The question as to whether an act 
done by a soldier in the Philippines is in the proper dis- 
charge of his duty, is not to be determined by the law and 
precedents of the military service, but by courts which 
may rightfully be suspected, not only of the usual civil 
prejudice against the soldier, but of the further prejudice 
entertained by an alien toward the military representa- 
lives of a foreign race who have recently overcome him in 
wal 

After the termination of the War with Mexico some of 
our soldiers were left in that country temporarily, but it 
Was provided in the treaty of peace that the principle of 
ierritoriality should run in their favor so that they 
be tried only by the military authorities of their 
own country. No crime that one of our soldiers could 
lave committed in Mexico at that time would have sub- 
jected him to trial and punishment by the authorities of 
Mexico. A similar provision was made in our treaty of 
peace with Spain for Spanish soldiers left behind in Cuba. 
ITad there been any sovereign authority in the Philippines 
with whom we could have made a treaty our soldiers in 
the islands would have secured similar protection. By 
What principle of right or justice is it that they are 
thrown to the wolves because our Government in the Phil- 
ippines is “playing both ends against the middle,” as the 
saying is?

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Press despatches from Manila describe conditions 
which are exceedingly unfortunate. It appears that the 
Filipino newspapers are trying to convince the natives 
that war between Japan and the United States is bound 
to come, and these efforts are causing much uneasiness. 
The Independencia, of Manila, urges the various tribes 
and political parties to unite to resist the seizure of the 
islands by Japan. The Democracia, the principal organ 
of the Federal party, says it has received news that con- 
firms the rumors that Japan is to invade the Philippines 
during March and give the Filipinos their independence. 
The idea seems to be spreading among the natives that 
Japan will provoke a war before the fortifications of 


Corregidor ‘Island at the entrance of Manila harbor.shall 
have been’ completed.” The people of the province of 
Ilocos, northwest Luzon, have held meetings at which 
they have considered the advisability of resistance or a 
new policy, in anticipation of an early invasion by the 
Japanese. In the meantime Japanese continue to tra- 
verse the provinces unmolested, mapping the-roads and 
bridges, figuring on the population and food supplies and 
occasionally cultivating the acquaintance of native politi- 
cal leaders, espetially’ semi-pacified former insurgents.

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PROSPECTS OF ARTILLERY PROMOTION. 

It seems to be the impression in the Artillery Corps 
that, under ordinary conditions the chances for promo- 
tiomin that arm of the Service will be better than in the 
Cavalry or Infantry; if not immediately, yet during the 
coming twenty years. The law as it is at present au- 
thorizes the President without going to Congress to add 
somewhat to cavalry and infantry by simply recruiting 
the companies to their maximum, and thus without adding 
to the number of officers. Moreover, aside from the pos- 
sibilities of war, there is no apparent prospect of a de- 
mand for cavalry or infantry beyond their present limit. 
The Artillery, on the contrary, is obviously below what 
is now recognized as its necessary maximum. Congress 
has provided for the guns to equip our seacoast fortifica- 
tions and the argument for adding to the Coast Artillery 
enough men to properly man these guns appeals strongly to 
the War Department and to Congress. To provide even a 
single relief for the guns in the fortifications we now have 
completed or under construction, and those immediately 
projected, requires a total of 47,709, and to man even one- 
half these guns a total of 23,854 men. The law just 
passed allows only 19,321, or 4,533 less than the fifty per 
cent, calculated for. To this number is to be added 7,407 
for a similar manning of the guns in our insular posses- 
sions. Thus the minimum demand cannot be less than 
12,934 officers and men, of which force nearly five hun- 
dred should be officers, taking the present proportion of 
officers to men as a basis for calculation. The calculation 
is as follows:

It will be observed that the new bill provides about 
75 per cent. of the force of enlisted men required for 
mines, power and light, but only 30 per cent. of those re- 
quired for gun defense. An effort is to be made to see 
whether some use cannot be made of the organized militia 
to eke out our defensive force. In some of the states this 
in a measure is possible, in others militia conditions will 
have to change very materially to make it in any degree 
possible. In his statement before the House Military Com- 
mittee on the provisions of the Artillery bill, General 
Murray, Chief of Artillery, said: ‘While 14,153 men 
are now assigned by existing orders to the Coast Artil- 
lery (excluding master electricians and electrician ser- 
geants) the actual enlisted strength of this arm was on 
Oct. 15, 1906, but 11,218 men, or 76 per cent. of that 
authorized. This existing shortage is due in part to de- 
sertions, but mainly to non-reenlistment of Artillery sol- 
diers, on account of the low pay for the class and amount 
of work required of them, and to the impossibility prac- 
tically of obtaining recruits for the Artillery under exist- 
ing conditions, in regard to which recruits appear to be 
well informed, The bill now before Congress provides, as 
stated, extra pay for 1,734 first-class artillery experts, or 
for about ten experts for each of the 170 companies au- 
thorized by it for the Coast Artillery. This increased pay, 
it is believed, will do much toward inducing those who 
receive it to re-enlist; and if this number of experts re- 
enlist in a company it is hoped that other good men will 
also be found to de so.” 

From this it would appear that the enlistment of 8,103 
men is required to bring the Coast Artillery up to the 
maximum provided for by the new bill. As the law limits 
the maximum total for the Army to 100,000, if the Artil- 
lery is recruited to its maximum the Cavalry and Infantry 
together will have to be kept within a total of 69,202. Th: 


strength of the Cavalry at present is 13,785, and that of 
the Infantry, 27,179 men. The maximums are now as 
follows under the Act of Feb. 2, 1901:

That is, the President can, by Executive order; main- 
tain any branch at its maximum or can increase each a 
certain amount, but he can not maintain them all at their 
maximum strength at the same time. The present Artil- 
lery bill, Section 8, proposes to raise the maximum.of the 
Artillery, but to retain the maximum of the Army the 
same as it is, i.e., 100,000 men, The authorized enlisted 
strength of the Field Artillery is 5,010, an increase of 
only 998 men. 





GETTING DOWN TO BUSINESS. 

Inasmuch as the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL has from 
the very beginning contended that the construction of the 
Panama Canal should be placed under the supervision of 
the Engineer Corps of the U.S. Army, the fact that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has finally reached the same conclusion 
is specially gratifying to all who are familiar with the 
character, training, skill and achievements of our engineer 
ofticers. The change from the halting, uncertain and futile 
measures which have thus far controlled the canal project 
to a definite policy, which shall combine the essential] ele 
ments of responsibility, efficiency and economy, was an- 
nounced in an official letter issued by the President on 
Feb. 26 to Mr. Shonts, Chairman of the Panama Canal 
Commission. This letter announces that Mr. John F. 
Stevens has resigned the post of Chief Engineer of the 
canal, and that he will be succeeded by Major George W. 
Goethals, C.E., U.S.A., and that the latter will have as 
associates Major David DuB. Gaillard and Major William 
LL. Sibert, both of the Corps of Engineers. It is also 
stated that Major Goethals will succeed Mr. Shonts as 
Chairman of the Canal Commission, and that Majors 
Gaillard and Sibert will be appointed members of that 
body. ‘The President requests the Canal Commission to 
take such action as is necessary to reject all bids for 
contracts for canal construction, thus reopening the whole 
question as to whether the work shall be done by contract 
or by labor directly employed by the Government. 

Upon his action in this important matter the President 
himself, the public at large, and the Corps of Engineers 
are all deserving of the heartiest congratulations. The 
President, because by this one stroke he has acquired the 
high scientific skill required for the speedy and success- 
ful execution of the colossal project with which his name 
will always be conspicuously associated; the public, be- 
cause the arrangement insures the building of the canal 
with the strictest regard for the burden of the taxpayers; 
and finally the Engineer Corps is to be congratulated for 
the reason that the President has thus paid a lofty tribute 
to the energy and constructive genius of its members, 
individually and collectively. 

In one respect the President’s selection of engineer 
officers is particularly commendable. All three are in 
their prime, Major Goethals being forty-nine years old, 
Major Gaillard forty-seven, and Major Sibert forty-six. 
With these officers in control, the working organization 
of the canal enterprise will receive an infusion of new en- 
ergy and determination. Makeshifts and expedients will 
give way to definite pians and settled methods. “The 
work will profit by the long and successful experience of 
the Engineer Corps in great constructive projects, and the 
story of the undertaking from this time onward will be 
written in completed results. At last, after long delay, 
most of it clearly unavoidable because of the vast prob- 
lems encountered, we are getting down to business in this 
mighty enterprise, and for the first time the outlook 
is serene and reassuring, 

In this solution of the engineering and constructive diffi- 
culties to be dealt with on the isthmus, history again re- 
peats itself. When a state is suddenly confronted with 
a problem which it cannot selve, whether it be riot, 
famine, pestilence or disaster arising from natural ‘plie- 
nomena, or when the nation itself enters upon some mo- 
mentous undertaking which baffles the skill of civilian 
scientists and pioneers, there is always one agency in re- 
serve to which, in the last analysis, the work may be 
transferred in perfect confidence that it will be satisfac- 
torily performed. ‘That agency is the United States Army 
which, though a fighting army in both theory and practice 
when emergency requires, is nevertheless, in time of peace, 
the most highly organized and efficient constructive and 
conservative force knewn to our institutions. The selec- 
tion of the Engineer Corps of the Army to supervise the 
construction of the canal is a simple manifestation of 
national common sense. And when the completed water- 
way unites the two oceans for the promotion of the friend- 
ly commerce of the world, it will stand as a sublime 
token of the genius, energy and beneficent purposes of the 
United States Army. 





The Judge Advocate General of the Army has decided 
that officers who merely accompany military cadets to 
Watervliet Arsenal for instruction are entitled to mileage 
unless it is shown that they are actually in command of 
the cadets. The payment has been authorized by the Sec- 
retary of War. 
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THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 

Action on the appropriation bills for the Army and 
Navy appears on another page. 

The Senate on Feb. 27 passed H.R. 7676, which au- 
thorizes the President to appoint Allen V. Reed, now a 
captain on the retired list of the Navy, to be a rear ad- 
miral on the retired list of the Navy, with the rank and 
pay of that office, the appointment to date from Sept. 
30, 1898. Also S. 8292, to appropriate $25,000 for the 
completion of a monument to the memory of the soldiers 
who fell in the battle of New Orleans in the War of 
1812, said monument. to be completed under the direction 
and approval of the Secretary of War. Also H.R. 
13605, to pay certain claims arising under the Navy De- 
partment, an item of $483.09, to reimburse Capt. E. J. 
Dorn, U.S. Navy, the amount expended by him as dis- 
bursing officer at the naval station, Tutuila, in June, 
1901, and checked against his account because the 
vouchers representing such expenditures have been lost. 
Also S. 3425, appropriating $291.37, to be placed to the 
credit of Capt. (formerly 1st Lieut.) George Van Orden, 
U.S.M.C., in the final settlement of his accounts as act- 
ing commissary of subsistence, U.S.A., Island of Guam, 
in lieu of Government funds stolen by a clerk in the of- 
fice of the commissary, Island of Guam, in the year 1901, 
on account of which theft the accounts of Captain Orden 
are now suspended in the office of the Auditor for the 
War Department. 

The Senate on Feb. 28 ratified the treaty with Mexico, 
determining the boundary between the United States and 
Mexico by eliminating the “bancos” in the Rio Grande. 

H.R. 17285, passed by the Senate on Feb. 22, proposes 
to cause to be credited to 2d Lieut. Gouverneur V. Packer, 
battalion quartermaster and commissary, 24th Regt., 
U.S. Inf., on his accounts as acting commissary of sub- 
sistence of the post of Fort Missoula, Montana, $48.89, 
the amount of subsistence funds, for which he was re- 
sponsible, stolen by Comsy. Sergt. Walter E. Smith, 
U.S.A., who deserted from the Service Sept. 1, 1903. 

The Senate also passed on Feb. 22 H.J. Res, 223, which 
provides that holders of medals of honor under the Act ap- 
proved July 12, 1862, and Section 6 of the Act approved 
March 3, 1863, shall not be required to surrender such 
medals in case such medals are replaced, in pursuance of 
the provisions of the Act of Congress approved April 23, 
1904: and that wherever the holders of such medals of 
honor have surrendered them, in order to receive the 
medals provided for by the Act approved April 23, 1904, 
such medals shall be returned to them: Provided, That 
no recipient of both medals shall wear both medals at the 
same time. 

The Senate on Feb. 25 passed bills granting the follow- 
ions: $35 to the widow of Lieut. David 
35 to the widow of Major Edward 
Field, 24 U.S. Art., and $40 to the widow of Lieut. Col. 
James L. Lusk, C.E., U.S.A. 

The Senate has passed S. 695, increasing the pension 
of Army nurses who are unable to support themselves, 
as follows: At sixty-two years of age, $12 per month; at 
seventy, $15; at seventy-five, $20. 

The Senate on Feb. 21 passed H.J. Res. 31, amended to 
provide : “That the distinctive badge adopted by the Army 
and Navy Union of the U.S. may be worn, in their own 
right, upon all public occasions of ceremony by officers 
and enlisted men of the Army and Navy of the U.S. who 
are members of said organization.” 

The President has approved and signed S, 7372, to 
authorize the acceptance by the Secretary of the Navy, 
as a gift, of a sailboat for use of the midshipmen at the 
Naval Academy. 

Congress has received from the Secretary of the Navy 
a communication requesting that the plans and specifica- 
tions of the 20,009-ton battleship be returned to the De- 
partment for the use of the Bureaus concerned with the 
construction of vessels. 

On motion of Mr. Hale, in the Senate on Feb. 23, it 
was ordered that the Secretary of the Senate be directed 
to return to the Navy Department. in compliance with 
the request of the Secretary of the Navy, the plans and 
specifications of the 20,000-ton battleship sent to the Sen- 
ate in conformity with the provisions contained in the 
act making appropriations for the naval service for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, together with the com- 
munication of the Secretary of the Navy of date Dec. 12, 
1906, transmitting such plans and specifications. 

The House on Feb. 25 passed S. 3638, which allows 
$6.25 per month as commutation of quarters to retired 
enlisted men. It provides: “That when an enlisted man 
shall have served thirty years either in the Army, Navy, 
or Marine Corps, or in all, he shall, upon making applica- 
tion to the President, be placed upon the retired list, 
with seventy-five per cent. of the pay and allowances 
he may then be in receipt of, and that said allowances 
shall be as follows: $9.50 per month in lieu of rations 
and clothing and $6.25 per month in lieu of quarters, 
fuel and light: Provided, That in computing the neces- 
sary thirty years’ time all service in the Army, Navy, and 
Marine Corps shall be credited. Section 2. That all acts 
and parts of acts, so far as they conflict with the pro- 
visions of this act, ate hereby repealed.” Mr. Hull noted 
that the cost of the increase made by the bill is estimated 
by the War Department at $170,000 a year, 

The House has passed S. 6729, to appoint Webb C. 
Maglathlin a second assistant engineer in the U.S. Rev- 
enue Cutter Service upon the occurring of the first va- 
eancy, provided that he passes satisfactorily the physical 
examination. 

The House on Feb. 22 passed bills granting the follow- 
ing monthly pensions: $20 to the widow of 1st Lieut. 
Thomas J. Jackson, Ist U.S. Art., War with Mexico; 
$40 and $2 for each minor child to the widow of Lieut. 
Col. James S. Pettit, Sth U.S. Inf.; $20 to the widow of 
Acting 3d Asst. Engr. Edwin P. Richardson, U.S.N.: 
$8 to the widow of Acting 3d Asst. Engr. John Agnew, 
U.S.N.; $45 to Robert J. Henry, late acting assistant 
surgeon, U.S.A.; $50 to the widow of Col. Edmund Rice, 
19th U.S. Inf.: $24 to Charles H. Alden, late Q.M. ser- 
geant, 19th U.S. Inf.; $24 to Frederick Wood, late act- 
ing ensign, U.S.N.; $17 to the widow of A.A. Surg. Wil- 
liam H. Grant. 

The House passed, on Feb. 27, S. 588, to appoint 
James Carroll, lieutenant surgeon, U.S.A., and curator 
of the Army and Navy Museum, a surgeon, with the 
rank of major, in the Medical Corps of the Army, the 
number of officers in the Medical Corps to be increased 
by one, with the rank of major, for this purpose. - Also 
H.R. 25401, authorizing the Secretary of War, in his 
discretion, to give to the Monument Association, Athens, 
Ohio, four condemned brass or bronze guns, with suitable 
outfit of cannon balls, which may not be neéded in’ the 
Service. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has reported 





without amendment S.R. 92, to authorize the Secretary 
of War to permit Jose March Duplat to receiye instruc- 
tion at the Military Academy at West Point; also S. 5888, 
authorizing the President to appoint James Carroll a sur- 
geon, with the rank of major, in the U.S. Army. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs on Feb. 26 
reported adversely S. 4089, to place David Robertson, 
sergeant, first class, Hospital Corps, on the retired list 
of the U.S. Army. 

A bill before Congress proposes to provide the camps of 
the United Spanish War Veterans with arms and ammu- 
nition for the purposes of drill and target practice. 

FORTIFICATIONS APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The Senate and House conferees on the Fortifications 
Appropriation bill, H.R. 23821, reached an agreement on 
Feb. 25 on the disagreeing votes of the two Houses on the 
amendments of the Senate to the bill. The agreement 
reached is as follows: 

Appropriates $900,000, instead of $700,000, as proposed by 
the House, and $1,200,000, as proposed by the Senate, for con- 
struction of fire-control stations and .accessories. 

Appropriates $200,000, as proposed by the House, instead 
of $300,000, as proposed by the Senate, for protection, preser- 
vation, and repair of fortifications. 

Appropriates $100,000, instead of $112,800, as proposed by 
the Senate, for wall for the protection of Fort Moultrie, S.C., 
and limits the total cost of said wall to not exceeding $225,600. 

Appropriates $400,000, instead of $453,550, for sea walls 
for the protection of fortifications at Fort Pickens and McRee, 
Pensacola Harbor, Florida, and limits the total cost of said 
wall to not exceeding $907,100. 

Appropriates $50,000, instead of $54,678, for repairing and 
restoring batteries at Pensacola and for retaining walls to protect 
the same, and limits the total cost of said work to not exceed- 
ing $109,355. 

Appropriates $500,000, instead of $544,750, as proposed by 
the Senate, for the repair and preservation of batteries at 
Mobile and for rebuilding sea walls and groins for the protec- 
tion of the sites of the fortifications and garrison posts, and 
limits the total cost of said work to $1,089,500. 

Appropriates $100,000, instead of $139,800, as proposed by 
the Senate, for rebuilding and strengthening the levees for pro- 
tection at Fort St. Philip, La. 

Appropriates $30,878, as proposed by the Senate, for replac- 
ing and overhauling ‘ammunition, instruments, and other arti- 
cles destroyed or damaged by storm at Forts Pickens and Mc- 
Ree, Fla.; Morgan and Gaines, Ala., and St. Philip, La. 

Appropriates $5,250,. as proposed by the Senate, for con- 
verting muzzle-loading field guns to breech-loading guns for 
saluting purposes and for mounts for the same. 

Inserts the provision proposed by the Senate, repealing Sec. 
2 of the Act approved May 19, 1882, relative to the issue of 
heavy guns and mortars to States bordering on the sea or 
Gulf coast. 

Strikes out the appropriation of $600,000, proposed by the 
House, for construction of seacoast batteries in the Hawaiian 
and Philippine Islands. 

Appropriates, respectively, for construction of seacoast bat- 
teries for Hawaiian Islands $200,000, and for construction of 
seacoast batteries in the Philippine Islands $500,000. 

Both the Senate and House agreed on Feb. 26 to the 
conference report on the Fortifications Appropriation bill, 
which now goes to the President. 

THE MILITARY ACADEMY BILL, 

The Senate on Feb. 22 passed the Military Academy 
Appropriation bill, H.R. 24537, which was passed by the 
House on Jan. 22. Among amendments made by the Sen- 
ate were the following: 

Strike out: “For pay of one instructor of ordnance 
and science of gunnery (major), in addition to pay as 
captain mounted, $500.” And insert: “For pay of one 
professor of ordnance and science of gunnery (lieutenant 
colonel), in.addition to pay as major: Provided, that the 
position shall be filled by the detail of an officer of the 
Army, who, while so serving, shall have the title and 
status of other professors: Provided further, that the ap- 
propriation shall be immediately available, $500.” 

Strike out: ‘That the Secretary of War may detail an 
officer of the Medical Corps of the Army to the Military 
Academy as professor of military hygiene.’ And insert: 
“For pay of one professor of military hygiene (lieutenant 
colonel), in addition to pay as major, $500.” 

Change appropriation “For pay of one associate pro- 
fessor of mathematics (major), in addition to pay as cap- 
tain not mounted,” to $700, instead of $500. 

The Senate appropriated: ‘For pay of four senior as- 
sistant instructors of Artillery and Infantry tactics and 
ordnance and gunnery and practical engineering (cap- 
tains), in addition to pay as first lieutenants not mount- 
ed, $2,000,” striking out the word “cavalry.”” which orig- 
inally appeared before the word “artillery.” 

The Senate inserted: “For pay of one constructing 
quartermaster in addition to pay as major, $1,000.” Also 
increased the appropriation for additional pay of profes- 
sors and officers (and officers in increased rank) for 
length of service from $8,800 to $9,800. Also increased 
the total appropriation for extra pay of officers of the 
Army on detailed service at the Military Academy from 
$25,400 to $27,600. 

The Senate inserted: “For pay of one mechanic and 
attendant skilled in the operation necessary for the prepa- 
ration of lectures and of material in the department of 
drawing, to be selected and appointed by the Superintend- 
ent, $720.” 

The appropriation for civilians employed at the Acade- 
my was reduced from $62,340 to $62,060. Under miscel- 
laneous_items $3,520 is added “For maintaining the chil- 
dren’s school, the Superintendent of the Military Academy 
heing authorized to employ the necessary teachers.” “For 
expense of subsistence of cadets while attending the 
Jamestown Tercentennial Exposition, at the rate of $1.50 
per day for each cadet in attendance.’ $6,000 is appro- 
priated, to be initrediately available. Total appropriation 
for miscellaneous items is increased from $48,935 to 
$58,455. The appropriation for maintaining and improv- 
ing the post cemetery is increased from $1,000 to $1,500. 

The Senate inserted: “For construction of typical fire- 
contro] stations, searchlight station, and telephone booths, 
and purchase of searchlight, $12,960." Also: “For the 
construction of emplacements for two 6-inch breech-load- 
ing rifles on disappearing carriages, $7,000.” The total 
appropriation for buildings and grounds is increased from 
$1,236,025 to $1,256,485. Other amendments. were of 
minor. importance. : 

The conferees on the disagreeing amendments to the 
Military Academy Appropriation bill, who were ap- 
pointed on Feb. 23, are: Messrs. Scott, Hemenway and 
Blackburn, for the Senate; Messrs. Hull, Capron and 
Slayden, for the House. 

CONSTRUCTION OF REVENUE CUTTERS. 


The conferees of the Senate and House on S. 925, for 
the construction of a steam revenue cutter, reached an 
agreement on Feb, 25. The original -bill as it passed the 
Senate authorized the construction.of one revenue cutter 
for use in the Puget Sound waters. This was amended in 
the House by striking out all after the enacting clause 
and inserting proyisions authorizing the construction of 
four vessels for the R.C.S. at a total cost not to exceed

The Senate agreed to the amendment of the House with 


an amendment which in substance authorized the con. 
struction of oné additional boat, to wit: One motor board. 
ing boat for the port of Galveston, Tex. The Senate now 
recedes from this Senate amendment. The effect of tiiis 
is to eliminate from the bill the provision for the one 
motor boarding boat for the port of Galveston, Tex., and 
leaves the bil] providing for the four revenue cutter vos. 
sels. This leaves the bill in exactly the same form as it 
passed the House. The conference report was agreed to 
by the Senate on Feb, 25, and by the House on Feb. 26, 
PENSION APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The general Pension Appropriation bill, H.R. 24640, 
was passed by the House on Feb. 25, with certain ame: (- 
ments. The total appropriation is made $145,000,000, in. 
stead of $137,000,000. It is: 

Provided, That the appropriation for Navy Pensions shal! 
be paid from the income of the Navy pension fund, so far as 
the same shall be sufficient for that purpose: Provided further, 
That the amount expended under each of the above items si:ql| 
be accounted for separately: And provided further, That here.

A clause was inserted providing: 

That the benefits of the Act of Feb. 6, 1907, entitled “An act 
granting pensions to certain enlisted men, soldiers, and offi: ers 
who served in the Civil War and the war with Mexico,” are 
hereby extended to include any person who served the perio.) ¢; 
time therein specified during the late Civil War or in the war 
with Mexico and who is now or may hereafter become entitled 
to pension under the Acts of June 27, 1890, Feb. 15, 1895, and 
the joint resolution of July 1, 1902, or the Acts of Jan. 29 
1887, March 3, 1891, and Feb. 17, 1897. 

The provision of $4,000 for salary of one pension agent 
was altered to provide $72,000 for salaries of eighteen 
agents for the payment of pensions, at $4,000 each. 

THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 

In the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, passed by the 
House on Feb. 23, was inserted a provision for the recon. 
struction of the military prison on Alcatraz Island, Sap 
Francisco harbor, at a cost of $250,000, of which $50,000) 
was appropriated. During the debate on the bill Repre. 
sentative Waldo, of New York, said: “I desire to call 
the attention of the House to the fact that, nothwith. 
standing the heavy force that exists in the harbor of Ney 
York, the City of New York is practically defenseles 
against bombardment by a foreign fleet. The constructioy 
of Ambrose Channel increases the danger to the city,’ 
This was in support of his amendment providing an ap 
propriation of $1,000,000 for the better protection of Ney 
York city. Mr. Waldo made an earnest speech, and Mr 
Fitzgerald also entered into the discussion. The amen¢- 
ment was ruled out on a point of order. Mr. Waldo js 
quoted by the New York Tribune as saying, later: “I un 
derstand that the Appropriation Committee refused t 
consider this, and that the War Department has consit- 
ered that it would be too expensive a project to indue 
Congress to undertake it. The total cost of the projec 
of erecting a fort on Coney Island would be between 2. 
000,000 and $3,000,000. If a foreign fleet should com 
into these waters they could, with practical safety t 
themselves, drop a few shells into Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn and levy a tribute of $50,000,000 or $100,000,000. | 
feel that the greatest city in America is practically de 
fenseless from such attacks, and is so considered by the 
military authorities of this country. Something ought ti 
be done. I offer this as only a small beginning of what 
ought to be done at this time.” 

The Senate passed the Sundry Civil bill substantially 
as it came from the Committee on Appropriations, on ]'eb.

TRIAL OF MAJOR PENROSE. 





In giving testimony before the G.C.-M. at San Antonio, 
Yoxas, Feb. 16, for the trial of Major Charles W. Pen- 
yose, 25th U.S. Inf., Mr. R. B. Creager, U.S. Commis- 


sioner at Brownsville, under cross-examination, in reply 
to a question by counsel for defense, said it was his 
opinion that the evil disposition of the negroes and lack of 
discipline among them caused the shooting. W. F. 
J)ennett, a real estate dealer of Brownsville, who, with a 
committee of citizens, visited the post after the shooting in 
the city, testified as to the conversation with Major Pen- 
rose at the time of the shooting. He also said: “I have 
seen and heard colored soldiers come down the street and, 
sceing young ladies, pass such remarks: ‘I would like to 
have——.’ I have heard soldiers use profane and obscene 
language.” 

Counsel for Major Penrose asked if Major Penrose gave 
the committee to understand that no personal examina- 
tion of the arms or ammunition had been made from 
twelve o’clock the night before up to the time of the com- 
mittee’s visit. Witness said such was his understanding. 
and added: “I asked Major Penrose if he had made a 
personal examination of the men, guns and ammunition 
under his command. He said, ‘No, he could not be every- 
where at once.’ I went away from that interview feel- 
ing that the examination of the soldiers, arms and am- 
munition was delayed so long that it was not possible to 
find the men who did the shooting. I thought in a short 
white thereafter the commissioned officers could have ob- 
tained material facts.” 

Lon W. Evans, a State Quarantine officer, who charges 
ihat his wife was attacked by a negro soldier the night 
of the Brownsville raid, said that one of the negroes re- 
turning that night to the post after the raid passed so 
close to him he might have touched his hand. 'There was 
no mistaking the man’s color, his: uniform or his gun. 
Mr. Evans said a number of men were cursing in front 





of his house and that he went out to stop them. “Boys, 
there is no need of any such language as this. I know 


that you have been better raised. There is a lady sick 
in the front room.”’ I told them this and they abused me 
very much. 

k*ved Tate, a mounted inspector of customs, was asked 
concerning the trouble he had with a negro soldier. “On 
the night of Aug. 5, about nine o’clock, I had some trouble 
with ones My wife and some ladies were standing near 
the custom house at a vacant lot. I was standing behind 
with my little girl. All of a sudden two negroes pushed 
their way into the ladies, one of them striking my wife in 
the back with his elbow. I pulled out my six-shooter and 
struck the negro who elbowed my wife.’ Asked why he 
struck the negro he said; “I thought it was an insult to 
iny wife. I would hit any man who did that. I don't 
know whether there was any feeling against me by the sol- 
diers.”” 

Ygnacio Garza, under cross-examination by Colonel 
Glenn, toid of the bullets and bulletholes he had seen or 
found at Brownsville.. Lieut. Col. Frank Baker, U.S.A., 
Ord, Dept., and Capt. Dana W. Kilburn, 26th U.S. Inf., 
were introduced as experts to identify some of the am- 
munition which the prosecution had placed in evidence. 
Captain Kilburn could not identify the cartridges to Col- 
onel Glenn’s satisfaction. Colonel Baker properly identi- 
fied the ammunition to everyone’s satisfaction. 

_How Frank Natus was killed was brought out by 
Nicholas Alanis, an eye witness to the tragedy. 

_ Herbert Elkins, hotel clerk at Brownsville, gave some 
interesting testimony before the court. He was at the 
feahy Hotel on Aug. 13.. He said: “I returned to my 
reom at about 11:30 o’clock, and at five minutes to twelve 
! heard some shooting just inside or outside the wall near 
the second barracks. I thought it was a fire. I saw two 
nesvo soldiers coming up the alley. I know they were 
negro soldiers by the way they were dressed. They had on 
khaki dress, leggins and khaki belts. ‘They each emptied 
‘wo or three shells into the Cowen house, then put new 
clips in the guns. One of the men had trouble in getting 
in his clip. They emptied these and then put in some 
more clips, but did not shoot. Later a squad of soldiers 
came up the alley; there were eight to fifteen. The lead- 
rs were near the Miller Hotel in the alley and hollered 
to the men to come up. Some of them turned back and 
fired three or four shots in the front of the Cowen house. 
Afterward I saw a squad of men.. They stopped about 
six feet from the door, and one of the men said with an 
oath that he would come.back to-morrow and finish us 
up.” Witness was asked if he saw the squad of men in 
front of the Cowen house later in the night. “I saw one 
of the men in-Captain Lyon’s squad whom I took to be 
one of the leaders of the party I saw in front of the Cowen 
house.” A severe cross-examination by Colonel Glenn did 
hot shake his testimony in the least. 

‘\ Mexican woman, Leonarda Sanchez, swore that a 
hesro soldier working at the house of Lieutenant Greer 
told a negro woman within her hearing that there would 
he shooting in the town of Brownsville. 

Lieut. George ©. Lawrason, 25th U.S. Inf., who com- 
manded Co. B during the Brownsville shooting, testified 
that there was no inspection of rifles immediately after 
the shooting. Each man was supplied with ten rounds 
of ammunition, a number of men of his company when 
answering the roll-appeared without ammunition. While 
‘eng assembled he heard some of his men begging others 
for cartridges. Lieutenant Lawrason could not say how 
the men had got their guns from the racks in which the 
euns were supposed to have been locked. At two o’clock 
in the morning, two hours after the shooting, Major Pen- 
rose ordered him to make an inspection of the rifles at 
daylight. He said: 
mae the night that trouble -took place I was at Fort Brown. 

18 ‘was shortly after midnight. I first heard one or two 
shots, followed by a volley of five or six; then another volley 
and- then Scattering shots. These seemed to be toward the 


town of Brownsville. The shots sounded like those of a rifle. 
The first shots probably lasted two or three seconds. I found 
my company in great confusion. The men were still coming 
from the barracks when I got there. I was ordered by Major 
Penrose to form my company and post it along the wall. He 
was not at that moment on my company’s parade ground; but 
in the vicinity. 

‘“*The First Sergeant called the roll. 
within five minutes. Three privates were absent. 
not on pass. 

‘* ‘Were they absent without authority?’ 

‘*From such formation, yes.’ 

‘ ‘Did you personally make a check of the men?’ 
‘None, other than listening to each name as he answered.’ 
“Were there any lights?’ 

‘**The First Sergeant had a lantern. I could see those men 
directly in front. I do not believe the men could answer for 
others at that time. The company .had fifty-six or fifty-seven 
men.’ 

‘‘T heard shots in crossing the parade ground. I cannot say 
positively that I heard firing while the company was being

formed. I do not recall any shots while the roll was being 
called. The firing seemed to be at about the same place in 
town. 


** *Did you hear any bullets whistling over the post?’ 

***T heard no bullets going over the post.’ 

‘* “Were the arms inspected at this time?’ 

““No, sir. They were inspected the next morning. I in- 
spected them myself. Later Major Penrose and, I think, Cap- 
tain Lyon, inspected them. This was about 6:30 o’clock in 
the morning. I was ordered by Major Penrose to make an in- 
spection as soon as it was light enough. The march for 
reveille was about 6:15 o’clock. Major Penrose gave me the 
order to have an inspection about two o’clock.’ 

‘* “How long does it take to clean a rifle?’ 

‘* *T should say from about five to ten minutes.’ 

‘* “How did you account for the three absent men?’ 

‘* “Passes were required to be absent from any formation or 
to be in town at night. The men could go to town between 
formations and return to the post in time for the next.’ 

‘* ‘There were thirteen or fourteen guns in excess of the 
number of men in the company. Was there any inspection 
made to see if these guns were in place?’ 

** *No, sir.’ 

‘* ‘How many rounds of ammunition were in possession of 
each man on the afternoon of Aug. 13?’ 

ee ‘I believe each man had ten cartridges for guard pur- 
poses. 

‘* ‘How do you account that if each man had ten rounds of 
ae that some of the men turned out without ammuni- 

tion 

‘**The men were excited; there was but a candle light in 
quarters and it might have been natural in their hurry and ex- 
citement to forget the ammunition.’ 

““*Some of the men were fully dressed, were they not?’ 

‘* “Yes, sir; some had blouses and trousers, but no leggins.’ 

‘* “What steps were taken to detect the guilty parties?’ 

‘“*The pieces were inspected the next morning by order of 
Major Penrose, and I took the statements of the enlisted men 
to find out what they knew of the affair.’ 

‘**The statements were not sworn to and not in 
of an affidavit?’ 

“SNe, ain,” 

‘* *You said the sound of shots sounded like rifles?’ 

‘**T knew they were not .22-caliber rifles.’ 

‘**What were they?’ 

‘* “They were ordinary high-power rifles.’ 

On cross-examination witness said there might have 

«been pistol shots that night, but he failed to detect them. 

The prosecution introduced an official letter on Feb. 28 
written by Major Penrose to the Military Secretary at 
Washington on Aug. 15 last, two days after the Browns- 
ville raid. ‘The letter said: 

“Were it not for the damaging evidence of the empty 
shells and used clips I should be of the firm belief that 
none of my men were in any way connected with the 
crime, but with this fact so painfully before me I am not 
only firmly convinced it was perpetrated by men of this 
command, but that it was carefully planned beforehand. 
From testimony gathered by the citizens’ committee and 
given to me by Dr. Combe I believe from seven to ten men 
were implicated in this matter. Some one of them must 
have had a key to the gun rack, and after check rolleall 
was taken, for all were reported present at 11 p.m. roll- 
eall, they slipped out of quarters, did the shooting, re- 
turned while the companies were forming, and at some 
time during the early hours of the morning cleaned their 
rifles,”

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WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 

Question arose whether a man who qualified as expert 
rifleman in 1903 and as expert rifleman or sharpshooter 
in 1904, and who failed to requalify as expert rifleman 
in 1905, was entitled to a hold-over qualification after 
the close of the target year of 1905. It was directed 
that reply be made in the negative, but that if this man 
requalified as an expert in 1905 he would be entitled to 
$1 per month till June 12, 1906, and $3 per month from 
that date till the close of the regular practice season of 
1907. 

The matter of counting medals won in national matches 
towards qualification as distinguished marksman was 
considered, and it was ordered that such medals awarded 
those members of prize winning teams who actually fired 
in the match should be counted, 

It was directed that the commanding general, Pacific 
Division, be authorized to take final action on unservice- 
able property belonging to the Government at San Fran- 
cisco pertaining to the Army Transport Service and the 
General Supply Depot when acted on by an inspector. 

In the case of Pvt. James Lynch, of the 20th Infantry, 
who was charged with being a deserter, the War Depart- 
ment has decided that inasmuch as he was afterward 
found to be insane and restored to duty he cannot be held 
beyond the term of his enlistment to make good the time 
lost by his desertion. : 

It has been decided at the War Department that the 
Secretary of War may furnish certificates of discharge, 
in lieu of those lost, to medical cadets who served as such 
in the Civil War under the Act of Aug. 3, 1861. It is 
held that they occupied just the same position as other 
enlisted men of the Army.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department, is about 
to purchase a lot of improved prismatic binoculars for 
trial use in the Service. .'These glasses are ten power, are 
of extra strong construction, and are somewhat longer and 
heavier than the ordinary prismatic binoculars. They are 
fitted with rubber eye guards which allow of their being 
held firmly against the forehead. — The object glasses and 
the exit pupils are of the proper sizes to make the binocu- 
lars excellent for night work. The prisms are mounted in 
housings, and they do not require to be dismounted from 
these housings to be cleaned. All parts are so constructed 
that it is impossible to assemble them improperly. As 
the adjustments may be ciamped, it is unnecessary to fo- 
cus or adjust the glasses every time they are used. 

During the trials of the French torpedoboat destroyer 





Kabyle at Toulon,. France, Feb. 26, an explosion oc- 
curred .in her boilerroom. She turned to her moorings 
under her own steam. Nine men in all were scalded, three 
of them sustaining fatal injuries. 

A court-martial has been convened at the navy yard, 
Mare Island, Cal., for the trial of Paymr. John Irwin, 
jr., U.S.N., who is charged with serious financial irregu- 
larities, ete. The court is composed of Capt. T. S. Phelps, 
Vay Dir. C. M. Ray, Lieut. Col. Lincoln Karmany, U.S. 
M.C.; Pay Insprs. ‘IT. S. Jewett and E. D. Ryan, Lieut. 
Comdr. R. I’. Lopez, Surg. A. W. Dunbar, with P.A. 
Vaymr. I’, J. Willett as judge advocate, 

A court of inguirv, consisting of Capt. Alexander Me- 
Crackin, captain of the yard at Mare Island; Lieut. 
(omdr. Alexander S. Halstead, inspector of engineering 
at the Union Iron Works, San Francisco, and Lieut, D. 8. 
Mahoney, of the engineering department, Mare Island, 
convened at the Mare Island yard.on Feb. 14 to investi- 
gate the matter of the boilers of the Yorktown, which 
were reported by the ship’s officers as having been in a 
leaky condition when she left the yard on a_ previous 
cruise. The fact that a court of inquiry was ordered 
led to the publication of sensational stories by the San 
Francisco and Vallejo press to the effect that thirteen 
rivets were missing from the boilers and that a disaster 
similar to that aboard the Bennington would have oc- 
curred had the vessel been sent to sea. The facts in the 
ease as testified to by the engineer officer and engine- 
room crew of the ship were that after the vessel left Mare 
Island it was found that her boilers were leaking, the 
leakage amounting to forty drops a minute; that the 
covering was removed, and it was then found that eight 
of the nuts attached to stay bolts were missing. The 
rrecessary nuts were put on the holts by the crew and 
the ship proceeded on her way, the matter, however, being 
reported to the Navy Department. The head of the engi- 
neering department at Mare Island, the warrant officer 
on duty, the foreman boiler-maker and the several men 
who did the work upon the Yorktown’s boilers were 
all examined in support of the claim made by the yard 


that the nuts were in place before the boiler covering 
was put on. The court concluded its deliberations on 


Feb. 18, and the findings were forwarded to Washington. 

Sefore the stay bolt nuts were put on the boilers were 
tested at Mare Island for 210 pounds pressure, while 
only 135 pounds pressure was allowed when they left the 
yard, this afterwards being raised to 150. 

Comdr. Alexander Sharp, who has just returned from 
a two years’ cruise on the Chattanooga, has the record 
of not having put an enlisted man in irons during his 
cruise. This is said to be unprecedented in naval records 
and is not only a tribute to Commander Sharp's firm 
belief that this form of punishment is degradation to 
the man undergoing it, but to the general content and 
happiness on his ship. 

Secretary Metcalf of the Navy has appointed a 
hoard to consider and report upon the pay of the master 
foremen, master quartermen and other leading men at the 
naval land stations. The bureaus will nominate represen- 
tatives for the board. The Bureau of Steam Engineering 
has selected Rear Admiral J. A. B. Smith, retired, as its 
representative on the board. 

Preparations for the experimental gun and target tests 
on the monitor Florida are about completed, One of the 
12-inch guns has been removed from the vessel’s turret, 
and will be mounted on her forward superstructure deck, 
which has been braced to stand the strain. This gun will 
be fired directly over the turret. The amount of coneus- 
sion will be noted,’ and its effect in the operation of the 
turret, and on living things inside the turret. Some ani- 
mal and probably some of the feathered tribe will be 
placed in the turret in making the test. The object is to 
test the efficiency of a system of turrets for the battle- 
ships South Carolina and Michigan, not yet built, where 
guns of the highest caliber will be placed in turrets over 
other guns. 

The U.S. 16,000-ton battleship Minnesota became a 
part of the active strength of the American Navy at 
Norfolk. Va., Feb. 27, when she was formally delivered 
to the Government by her builders. The Minnesota will 
earry four 12-inch and eight 8-inch breech-loading rifles, 
mounted in turrets, and twelve 7-inch breech-loading 
rifles in broadsides in her main battery, and twenty 3- 
pounder rapid-fire, twelve %-pounder semi-automatic, 
eight 1-pounder, two 3-inch field guns, six .30 caliber 
automatic and two Maxim guns in the secondary bat- 
tery. She will be equipped also with four 21-inch sub- 
merged torpedo tubes. Her complement is forty-one offi- 
cers and 840 men. Her keel was laid Oct. 27, 1903, and 
she was launched April 8, 1905. 

The contract for the turret and barbette armor of the 
New York, which is now undergoing repairs in the New 
York Navy Yard, was this week awarded at the Bureau 
of Ordnance of the Navy to the Carnegie Steel Company. 
The amount is only about 250 tons. 

Although it was expected that bids for the construc- 
tion of new torpedoboat destroyers which were authorized 
by the last Congress would be advertised for by March 
1, 1907, the non-completion of the plans made it impos- 
sible to advertise for the bids. Various important ques- 
tions concerning the construction of engines have de- 
layed the plans, and at present it is impossible to say 
when they will be completed. At one time turbine en- 
gines, which would give a speed of twenty-eight knots, 
were decided upon, then plans for reciprocating engines 
were favored, and at last accounts it had been decided 
that the specifications upon which bids will be invited 
will call for reciprocating engines and a speed of twenty- 
eight knots, with an invitation to bidders to submit 
alternative designs contemplating the use of the turbine 
at speeds greater than twenty-eight knots, and possibly 
as high as thirty-three knots. 

Brig. Gen. Alexander Mackenzie, Chief or the En- 
gineer Corps of the Army, on the recommendation of 
Lieut. Col. William L. Marshall, in charge of the en- 
gineering work near New York city, has annulled the con- 
tract with Anson M. Bangs for dredging a forty foot 
channel off Red Hook and Bay Ridge, N.Y. harbor, be- 
eause of failure to do the work promptly. It is alleged 
that the contractor stopped work when about half 
finished on his contract under the plea that his price was 
too low, and that he was losing money on his contract. 
The work will be readvertised and Mr. Bangs and his 
bondsmen will be held responsible for any loss to the 
Government. Mr. Bangs has recently become well known 
because of his association with William J. Oliver in the 
bid for the construction of the Panama canal. He was 
conipelled to withdraw from the bid because the Presi- 
dent did net consider him financially responsible. 

Naval officers, including those of the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery, were much surprised this week to learn 
that thirty-three cases of typhoid fever had developed 
airong the enlisted force of the battleship Connecticut. 
The ship is new, it has been supposed that her sanitary 
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conditions were as nearly perfect as modern science could 
make them, and there is no question of’ the efficiency of 
her medical force. She reached New York on Thursday 
and it is purposed by the Department to make a thorough 
investigation for the purpose of ascertaining the cause of 
the illness and its extent. In the .absence of details,. the 
ship haying communicated with the Department. only by 
cable and wireless, the surgeons are at a loss to accoutit 
for its condition. 

Capt. William Swift; U.S.N., commanding the Con- 
necticut, when: interviewed at the New York Navy Yard 


by a Tribune reporter, said that while he’ would not say 


where ‘his men contracted the fever, was sure that it was 
not at Guantanamo: The first cases were discovered. be- 
fore the battleship reached St. Thomas, which would just 
about allow the necessary period of incubation to pass af- 
ter the Connecticut left the navy yard. “On the trip we 
had the services of the hospital apprentices, ‘who practical- 
ly are trained nurses, and -our ship’s surgeons, Doctor 
Curtis and Dr. Tolfree,” said Captain Swift. “Just as 
soon as the cold latitudes were reached they began to im- 
prove, and the improvement, I hope and.think, will not 
wear off. Our first case was discovered about the first of 
the month, and on Washington’s birthday there were so 
many that the Admiral ordered us North.. Admiral Evans 
—who, by the way, is in splendid health—is always so- 
licitous about the men serving under him, and sent us to a 
healthier climate the moment it looked as though there 
might be an epidemic of the disease on board. One thing 
which hastened his decision was that the hospital accom- 
modations at ‘that station are very poor. I hope we can 
get’ back to the target grounds in time for the final gun 
tests. When we were off St. Thomas we fired our guns to 
test turrets, mounts and the rest of the apparatus, and 
found everything most satisfactory. We need stores and 
coal, and as soon as I get them aboard I shall sail for 
the South again, unless contrary orders are received in the 
meantime.” 


The U.S.S. Mayflower was at Port Royal naval station 
Feb. 28 with the Assistant Secretary of the Navy, Mr. 
Newberry, and party aboard. The departure of the yacht 
was delayed by a fog. She was bound for Charleston for 
coal, and from there to Washington. 


The Japanese cruisers Chitose and Tsukuba, under 
the command of Vice Admiral Ijuin, assistant chief of 
staff of the navy, sailed from Tokio Feb. 28 for Hamp- 
ton Roads, Va., in order to take part in the naval re- 
view in honor of the inauguration of the Jamestown 
Exposition.

THE LATE SENATOR ALGER. 


In the course of the proceedings in the Senate in com- 
memoration of the late Senator and Secretary of War 
Alger, Mr. Warren said: “A penniless orphan at thirteen, 
facing want and privation; a plowboy at twenty, doing 
the long dreary toil of the farm and field; a country 
school teacher. with the petty wearing trials of that 
calling ; a lawyer, taking a leading place in his profession ; 
a lumberman, understanding the intricacies of the busi- 
ness and attaining wealth through this knowledge; a 
soldier, taking part in sixty-six battles and skirmishes; 
a Governor of a great State administering the office cred- 
itably and honestly; a Cabinet officer, grappling with 
problems that had never before confronted. an officer of 
the Government, and, at his death, a Senator of the United 
States, loved by his constituents and his colleagues. Such 
is the story of our friend and colleague, and it furnishes 
a lesson of untold value to the American youth who 
would reach high place in the business or political life of 
this country. His was not accidental success, but all 
that he gained was by patient, untiring, intelligent ef- 
fort, and with every act underlaid with the broad founda- 
tion of inherent honesty.” 

Mr. Spooner said: “Mr. President; he was criticised for 
having made poor appointments to the Army during the 
war with Spain. I think he would have done any kind- 
ness for me which he felt at liberty to-do. I may say 
here that he never, ‘during his term as Secretary of War, 
once gave an appointment to the Army from my State, 
for each time—and there were not many—I took to him 
an order for the appointment from the President—and 
no President could have been more careful than was the 
Executive of that day in makimg wise selections—but it 
was impossible, as the world must know, in organizing 
suddenly a great army to choose with accuracy the men 
for command in small places. and in high places. The 
wonder is, Mr. President, that so few men were com- 
missioned from civil life during that war who proved 
themselves incompetent or otherwise unworthy. Senator 
Alger was generous to his friends and forgiving to his 
enemies, save where a wrong done him was ‘such that no 
self-respecting man could: forgive.” 

Mr. Dolliver said: “I-asked him one day, after he had 
told me somewhat of his early struggles and spoken in 
modest words of the success in business-and public life 
which had come to him, what part of it gave him the most 
satisfaction, what-among all the things he hdd tried to do 
he thought of with the most pride. He said that if he 
had to leave everything else out he would prefer to keep 
the recollection of the years which he had spent in the old 
Union Army, defending the flag of his country. I could 
not get him to speak of the battles he had helped to fight, 
of the Jong marches, of the victories in which he had a 
share. . He left all that to others, for he knew how truly 
the mighty work which the Union Army wrought and 
the final victory which it won belonged to millions of men 
and women and how insignificant after ail were the 
trophies of rank and high command. One day, sitting by 
Senator Alger’s desk, I ventured to comment on’ this 
depressing aspect of our great victory, forgetting for a 
moment that he himself had tasted the bitter draft, .com- 
mended to his lips by the morbid and misguided opinion 
of some of his countrymen, and I cannot forget. the quiet 
smile of the old soldier of General Grant’s army as he 
explained the interesting phenomena. His notion was

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Feb. 26, 1907. 

Manager Robert S. Welshimer, of the Naval Academy football 
team, has practically completed the schedule of the team for next 
year. Harvard, for the first time, will send a football team to 
Annapolis on Oct, 19. Although it is known that West Point 
wishes the Army-Navy game to be played on next to the last 
Saturday in November, Nov. 23, the schedule has been made out 
on the assumption that it will be played, as usual, on the last 
Saturday, and a game has been scheduled at Annapolis for the 
23d. The schedule is subject to the approval of the Navy Ath- 
letic Association, but it is almost certain that there will be no 
change. There is still a reasonable chance that Princeton may 
come to Annapolis probably on Oct. 12, if a game is arranged. 
Princeton, however, seems to be fighting rather shy of the mid- 
shipmen. Negotiations with the team of the University of 
Chicago have been ended, as it is likely that the Chicago team 
will abandon its proposed Eastern trip. 

The schedule as a whole is splendidly planned in order grad- 
ually to work the team up to its highest point. Following the 
custom of several seasons, Wednesday games during October 
will be with Maryland colleges, the 2d, 9th and 16th being filled 
in order by Western Maryland, Maryland Agricultural and St. 
John’s. The only Saturday games during October which have 
been fixed are Dickinson, on the 5th, and Lafayette, on the 26th. 
It is probable that no game will be played on Oct. 23, Wednes- 
day. It is also likely that Nov. 2 will be filled with a rather 
light team. Nov. 9, 16 and 23 are filled with Swarthmore, 
Pennsylvania State and Virginia Polytechnic, the first two sure 
to be hard contests, and the Virginians also put up a stiff con- 
test last season. 

The fencers of the University of Pennsylvania lost to the 
midshipmen here on the afternoon of Feb. 23, losing six of the 
nine bouts.° Wendel was the star of the visiting team, and 
won from Burdick and Knauss, of the Academy.

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NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 


The Executive Committee of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation of America held a meeting in New York city, 
Feb. 23, those present being Gen. William P. Hall, U.S.A., 
General Critchfield, of Ohio, Major Isbell, the treasurer, 
and Lieutenant Jones, the secretary. 

Aug. 19 and 24 was designated as the time for holding 
the 1907 matches of the association, on the range of the 
Ohio National Guard at Fort Clinton, Ohio. 

Gen. John C, Speaks, commanding the 2d Brigade of 
the Ohio National Guard, was named as the executive 
officer for the meeting. The Executive Committee will 
be present during the meeting, and any protests against 
the decisions of the executive officer will be taken up and 
settled at once. . 

There was added to the program a Championship Com- 
pany Team Match, a Life Members’ Match, a match for 
the representatives of the press, a State Secretaries’ 
Match, and a Civilian Rifle Club Match, with the military 





. rifle. 


The conditions of the President’s Match were changed, 
making them the same as those of the National Individual 
Match, and hereafter the designation as the Military 
Individual Champion of the United States, the champion- 
ship medal, and the President’s autograph letter, will go 
to the man who makes the highest aggregate in both the 
President’s Match and the National Individual Match. 
This will eliminate the question which has _ heretofore 
arisen as to the Military Rifle Champion of the year. 

The committee voted to take up actively the promotion 
of rifle shooting among the schoolboys of the country, 
and General Drain was authorized to devise a code for 
such use. 

The national matches immediately follow the National 
Rifle Association matches. From the amount of interest 
now shown it seems probable that the matches of this 
year will be the most largely attended and successful of 
any that have ever been held in this country. 
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INCREASE IN FRENCH SUBMARINES. 

There are two classes of sub-surface boats in the 
French navy, the lines between being well defined; the 
Submarine Class is for strictly harbor defense purposes, 
while the Submergible Class is rated as sea-going, thus 
protecting within a greater radius. The two schools have 
had separate exponents in the French marine, and, ex- 
cept in the cases of “X” and “Z,” there has been no 
modification from one to the other; these units were sub- 
mergibles, designed by engineers who had theretofore 
created submarines, and are regarded as experiments not 
promising well. There is no example in the opposite 
direction. ji 

According to the latest information, a total of eighty- 
nine units have been authorized to be built by the French, 
of which thirty-one were submarines and the remainder, 
fifty-eight, submergibles. 

The submarines were first in the field with one unit 
in 1888 and again one in 1893. In 1899 the first “type” 
appeared, the “Morse,” of which in 1901 two units were 
finished. In 1901-1902 the ill-fated “Farfadet” type 
came out with four units. Of the former type one recent- 
ly sunk, unmanned, and of the latter two units were lost 
with all on board. 

In 1908 the “Perle” type began to appear, and the 
proposed series of twenty units is not yet complete, it be- 
ing apparently in question as to completion; this type 
was based on the “Gustave Zédé” of 1893. Finally there 
are two units of the small “Guépe” type building—small 
reproductions of the ‘“Farfadet” type. : 

The pioneer designer of sub-surface boats in the French 
navy was Gustave Zédé, who designed the submarine 
“Gymnote”; he was followed by E. Romazotti with a 
submarine named, for his predecessor, the “Gustave 
7Zédé”; later came his “Morse.” Engineer Maugas de- 
signed the “Farfadet” type, and lastly M. Petithomme 
the: “Guépe” type. As the pioneer boat is out of service, 
and the little “Guépes” are not yet finished, it may be 
said that the entire Submarine Class in the French navy 
to-day is built on the designs of Romazotti and Maugas. 
It may be noted that each of these designers produced 
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one submergible experiment, neither of which has been 
duplicated up to the present time, they being the “X” and 
“Z” mentioned earlier in this summary. ‘Though, and 
perhaps because of, coming later, the Submergible Class 
is much more numerous in the French navy than the Sub- 
marine Class. In 1899 Engineer Laubeuf produced the 
“Narval,” which has been the prototype of the entire 
class of French submergibles; in 1901 four more units 
of this type were launched. 

In 1904 the ‘“Aigrette’’ type appeared—two units— 
and there are now building in the various French naval 
stations, twenty-one of this design, with three more series, 
aggregating twenty units, projected and included in the 
totals cited above. In 1905 Bertin designed an experi- 
mental submergible along Laubeuf lines, and also the 
“Omega,” which is styled an “official development” of 
the Laubeuf type; on this “Omega” type there are now 
being constructed six units, known as the “Emeraude” 
type, making a total of Laubeuf submergibles of fifty-six 
out of a total in the class of fifty-eight, the other two 
being the Romazotti and Maugas experiments. 

It may be justly assumed that the Submergible Class 
is preferred in France from the fact that of eighty-nine 
existing and projected sub-surface units fifty-eight are 
submergibles and thirty-one submarines—an even greater 
disparity promises, from recent developments, to obtain 
in the future; so far no disaster has ever occurred in one 
of the Submergible Class. The development of sub- 
surface boats in France has outstripped numerically that 
of any other country many times over; in the United 
States, for instance, we have in all twelve units, including 
those at present under order—less than one-seventh of 
the number of the French, with many times the number 
of harbors to defend. The curve of displacement, chrono- 
logically considered, has been extremely irregular in the 
Submarine Class, while in the Submergible Class there 
has been a steady increase in tonnage, as will be seen 
from the appended condensed table:

Since the data was collected on which the above state- 
ment is based Chief Engineer Laubeuf has resigned from 
the French navy, and the present Minister is now pro- 
ceeding to build several units of largely increased ton- 
nage in the Submergible Class.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST, 


Col. J. E. Capper, who is in command of the balloon 
section at Aldershot, Eng., is quoted as saying that “the 
British government for many months past has_ been 
raaking experiments with a view to a possible aerial war, 
and arrangements are already in progress for the forma- 
tion of a home and ateacking fleet of airships. Between 
400 and 500 men are being trained for service in Britain’s 
future aerial fleet. This aerial force will consist of }al- 


loons, kites and aeroplanes.” He adds: “An aerial sec- 
tion to our army is not the mere hobby of ambitious in- 





ventors, but is an absolute necessity if we are to cun- - 


tinue to hold the same position in the world which we do 
now. It is necessary to awaken public interest in ‘he 
question of aerial navigation. If once the British people 
really wake up and take an intelligent and business!ike 
interest in flying machines we shall make great strides 
towards solving the aerial problem, and towards the eon- 
struction of an aerial branch to our flying forces. I do 
not wish to prophesy, but in the future—perhaps sume 
twenty years hence—airships will be so common that 
there will be legislation for them, in the same way as th»re 
is now for motor cars and other road traffic.” 

At a meeting of Irish sympathizers in New York, 
Balmer Hobson, editor of the Belfast Republican, °x- 
plaining the “Sinn Fein” movement, said: “We are cit- 
culating anti-enlistment literature, and by this means the 
government is already reduced to dire straits, and coi- 
pelled to go to the work-houses and the infirmaries for re- 
cruits.” The resolutions adopted by the meeting “warned” 
America that James Bryce, the new British Ambassador, 
was “coming to this country for the special purpose of 
effecting an alliance with England that has for its imie- 
diate object war with Germany and the retention of Enz- 
land’s robber grip on Ireland, India, and South Afric.” 

There is pending in the French Chamber of Depui'es 
a bill prepared by the Minister of War proposing chan -°s 
which are in striking contrast with the increasing riz0's 
of military authority in Germany. The measure al!- 
ishes courts-martial in time of peace and provides tiiit 
French soldiers and sailors accused of offenses shal! iv 
tried by civil tribunals like other citizens. The bill «iso 
stipulates that in no case shall a solder or sailor be 
punished more than five years for breaches of discipline 
and no act of a soldier outside the ranks is to be re- 
garded as insubordination. An officer who maltreats 2 
subordinate is to suffer the same punishment as the 
soldier who offers violence to a superior. There is to be 
no death penalty in future either for treason, desertio” 
or other military crimes. There are to be no soldiers of 
the second class and no penal companies. 

The United States Service Gazette of London states 
that the British Army Council is again considering the 
question of establishing an official army journal. Such 2 
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project was proposed a year or more ago, 
but aroused so much ridicule in the service 
and out that it was abruptly abandoned. 

It is openly charged by the socialists and 
other opponents of the German Emperor 
tha: the German Navy League is a political 
arty organization in close association with 
the imperial government. The league has 
received Official support and subsidies as a 
reward for its political services in directing 
ql] its efforts to the return of candidates 
favoring the Weltpolitik and other govern- 
went objects. ‘The assistance of the league 
has been spoken of as spontaneous, but it 
js now revealed as being inspired and in- 
forimed Officially, and as being the agency 
for the distribution throughout the Empire 
of political pamphlets to further the objects 
of the German Chancellor. 

Yhe French government is about to place 
contracts for extensive improvements in the 
harvor of Cherbourg. The western entrance 
is regarded as entirely too wide to permit 
of security against torpedo attack upon a 
squadron anchored inside. An outer port is 
to bc constructed at Le Homet, and a jetty 
nearly a kilometer long parallel to the mole 
e run out from the Homet fort. Here 
will be room for five of the largest 
ships, and a dock is to be provided 
vessels can enter in all states of the 
tide. ‘Che whole of the works represents an 
expenditure of nearly twenty million dol- 
lars. for naval purposes, but the Chamber 
of Commerce at Cherbourg proposes to add 
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mercial port, and the navy will give as 
large 2 subvention as possible. 

1! sritish military authorities have 
given notice that the present experimental 
= of hiring quarters for married sol- 
diers in London is to be discontinued, and 
that an allowance of sixpence a day to all 
married soldiers on the lodging list, in aid 
of the cost of obtaining accommodation for 
themselves and families, has been approved. 
Any \Var Department furniture now in 
possession of warrant and non-commis- 
sioned officers and men on the lodging list 
will be withdrawn. 

A writer in an Amsterdam journal who 
is described as a well-informed military ofli- 
cer, “Tt is well known that, in the 
event of war with Germany, the French in- 
tend io break through Belgium and Ham- 
burg straight on to the Lower Rhine. Both 
Belgium and Holland are prepared for this, 
and jast year some maneuvers took place 
in the Hamburg district with the object of 
dealing with an incursion of this nature. 
It is recognized that if Belgium and Hol- 
land had time to mobilize their 300,000 
ren it would be possible to prevent this 
breach of neutrality ; but their mobilization 
in time would be impossible, and they could 
do nothing against the 40—50,000 men lo- 
cated on the Belgian frontier, and organized 
in independent divisions. The idea is that 
the Dutch cavalry (15 squadrons) and 
horse artillery (2 batteries), assisted by 
the Landwehr, should attempt to keep out 
the french while mobilization ‘was in prog- 
ress: hut this is regarded as quite an im- 
possibility.” 

In spite of adverse conditions Russia has 
undertaken an inerease in the contingent 
of army recruits, the re-arming of the 
whole field artillery with a new model of 
the shielded gun, and the reorganization of 
the Siberian army on a basis far superior 
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to that before the war. The winter reliefs 
have been carried on, but not in greater 
numbers than usual at this time of year. 
They have ceased for the present, The 
Trans-Caspian Cossack Brigade has been 
increased by two sotnias. This has been 
done by attaching to it the 1st Sotnia, 1st 
Astrakhan Regiment, quartered at Petro- 
Alexandrovsk, on the lower Amu Daria, 
near Khiva, and the 3d Sotnia, same regi- 
ment, quartered at Kungrad, in the Amu 
Daria military district. The Trans-Cas- 
pian Cossack Brigade now consists of the 
1st Tamau Regiment (General Bezkroff), 
Cuban Cossacks, at Kashi, near Askhabad, 
the Ist Caucasus Regiment, Terek Cos- 
sacks, near Merv, the 4th Regiment Oren- 
burg Cossacks, at Kerki, in Bokhara ter- 
ritory, detaching sotnias in various garri- 
sons, and the Ist and 3d Sotnias of Astrak- 
han Cossacks. Add to this force the two 
sotnias of the Turkoman Irregular Cavalry 
Division, also quartered at Kashi. This so- 
called “division” comprises about twe 
strong squadrons, say 400 sabers, at the 
most, and is the only native unit of troops 
in Central Asia. The whole of this cavalry 
force, except Turkomans, is mounted on 
small sturdy horses, searcely more than 
ponies, that are obtained in the Ural or 
Orenburg governments. 

It is intimated by the United Service Ga- 
zette of London that the Duke of Con- 
naught will shortly relinquish the post of 
Inspector General of the British military 
forces and that he will be succeeded by 
Lieut. Gen. Sir John D. French, command- 
er of the Aldershot Army Corps. 


It is estimated that $10,000,000 is invest- 
ed in the outfit of golf clubs in England, 
and that 20,000 people were converted to 
the game in 1906. There are 2,000 clubs 
and about 300,000 players and their total 
annual expenditure is estimated at over 
$27,000,000, an average of $90 for each 
player, At the rate of a ball a golfer each 
week, fifteen million balls are used every 
year by golfers on British links. 


It is stated unofficially that the new Ger- 
man musketry regulations take far more ac- 
count than formerly of the share to be 
taken by cavalry rifle fire in action, and 
more importance is attached to their mus- 
ketry training in consequence. The ranges 
at which they will employ dismounted fire 
will probably be short, i.e., not more than 
800 meters, and it is not necessary therefore 
to give them range finders like the infan- 
try; but as much training in estimating 
ranges is necessary for them as for the lat- 
ter. The musketry course is very similar 
to that of the infantry. 


The Broad Arrow says: “A correspond- 
ent last week wished to know if it was true 
that a student at the Staff College, even 
one of the rank of captain, would require at 
least $500 a year in addition to his pay and 
allowances to enable him to go through the 
course. The answer is in the affirmative. 
The Staff College is maintained for the 
purpose of preparing officers for the staff, 
but as an officer need not go on the staff un- 
less he likes, he need not go to the Staff Col- 
lege. Staff appointments are lucrative, and 
the majority of those who seek them are not 
unwilling to make a small investment on 
the chance of a good return. We have every 
respect for the Staff College and consider it 
to be a necessary institution, but we are 
not blind to the fact that it turns out a 


large number of mediocre men, who are 
nevertheless, as a rule, given the chance of 
proving their capacity and of recouping 
their moderate outlay.”

In a lecture by Dr. Arthur Cheatle, of 
England, upon the subject of “Gun Deaf- 
ness and Its Prevention,’ the lecturer de- 
scribed the marvelous construction of the 
hearing apparatus, saying that the shatter- 
ing-of the delicate terminal filaments of the 
auditory nerve which “pick up” and convey 
the physical vibrations of the atmosphere 
to the brain, which convert them into 
sound, is irreparable. When gun deafness 
is developed, no power on earth can cure 
it; the treatment, therefore, must be pre- 
ventive. Dr. Cheatle noted that after the 
surrender of the Russian ship Varig “the 
crew was not only deaf, but absolutely 
dazed and helpless,” showing that the en- 
tire nervous system suffers from the shock 
reflected from the injured filaments in the 
ears. ‘The discussion which followed Dr. 
Cheatle’s lecture supported the view that 
“careless disregard of the effect of gun fire 
upon the hearing should be reprobated by 
the authorities.” Surgeon General Suzuki, 
of the Japanese navy, stated “that the cot- 
tonwood plugs which were served out to 
every man in the Japanese fleet before go- 
ing into action were found to be imeffec- 
tive.” In America, J. A. R. Elliott and his 
son, Dr. Elliott, have been working on this 
problem of ear protection during the past 
seven years. In January of 1904 patents 
were issued to J. A. R. Elliott on a small 
odd-shaped but simple device for the pur- 
pose. The “Elliott Ear Protector,” as it is 
called, has been in use by military and 
sporting men throughout the past three 
years. Mr. Elliott informs us that “all 
who have tried this ear protector seem emi- 
nently satisfied.” A brief pamphlet upon 
the subject, of special interest to those who 
are exposed to the vibrations of heavy gun 
fire, is mailed by Mr. Elliott upon request.
